ASIATIC 
RUG 
MAKING. 


W hen an A m erican buyer arrives in the 
heart of the rug-m aking country in Asia he 
selects the best agent he can find and gives 
him an order for, *ay 100 rugs, of about the 
colors and sizes of certain samples which he 
m ay find in the bazaars. 
The T urkish 
agent then employs natives of the villages 
w here the kind of rugs selected are w anted, 
giving to each a bag of gold and instruc­ 
tions to order four rugs. 
The sub-agent 
then goes among the families, and talks 
rugs w ith them , drinking m any cups of 
coffee and discussing the price for days at a 
tim e. 
W hen a bargain is concluded some 
money is furnished the family for wood, 
dyes and food, and the agent goes away, 
sure th a t in the course of a few m onths the 
rug will be ready. Upon a carpet m easuring 
eight by tw elve feet -a whole family will 
work for m onths. 
The cotton or woolen 
threada which form the groundw ork or warp 
of the fabric are stretched upon a huge 
frame the w idth of the rug, and the fam ­ 
ily, or such members of it as are able to 
work, sit on th e floor and tie knots in the 
w arp threads w ith the colored wool tufts, 
tightening the finished fabric now and then 
w ith a rough comb. 
Each w orker takes 
about tw enty-seven inches of the rng and 
works along his strip. 
From tw o to nine 
inches a day is th e speed at w hich the rug 
advances, if the family is large enough for 
the whole w idth of the rug to advance at 
the same tim e. 
A rug eight or nine feet 
wide requires four persons, who work side 
by side. The finishing of th e rng, sm ooth­ 
ing, clipping, etc., is a work requiring skill 
and judgm ent. 
The wages are very small, 
and the paym ent is according to the num ­ 
ber of square feet. 
The w orkers know 
cer-tain patterns by heart, and dye their 
own wools. 
The old dyes have in some in ­ 
stances been supplanted by aniline colors, 
which do not keep their tones, and fade 
w ithout giving to the rug the softness of 
tin t which is the chief glory of a tine E ast­ 
ern rug. 
So many m erchants have refused 
to buy the carpets iu which aniline dyes 
have been need, th a t 
the use of them 
may eventually be stopped. 
The rug m a­ 
kers as a class are very poor in money, 
very ignorant and very religious, but live 
comfortably. 
Especially around th e bor­ 
ders of the Caspian sea, in the country 
w atered by the rivers ftom the Caucasian 
mountains,'a re the people in com fortab'o 
circum staaces, although about three centu­ 
ries behind the rest of th e world. 
W ine 
is still brought into Tiftis inox-hides holding 
a hogshead of wine, and is sold for about 
fifteen cents a gallen. The rugs and carpets 
are brought in from Persia and the neigh­ 
boring districts on cam els’ backs, and a r­ 
rivals of camel trains being on9 of th e cu­ 
rious sights of the town. 


HOW 
TO 
SLEEP. 


H ealth and com fort depend very much 
on attentiiyi to m atters th a t to some seem 
very trivial. 
W e have sometimes heard 
persons complain th a t they did not sleep 
w e ll; th a t they were troubled w ith horri­ 
ble dream s, and arose in the m orning weary 
and nervous. 
Inquiries as to diet, exer­ 
cise and other essentials of health have 
often failed to reveal any thing th at could 
account for these unfavorable conditions. 
I t is not well in these cases to lim it our in ­ 
vestigations to the routine of a day ; b ut 
we should inquire at w hat hour th e patient 
goes to bed. u h at he thinks about usually, 
and m ost particular w hat position he places 
himself in to invite sleep? 
If he lies on 
th e back w ith his hands over his head, 
there will be a half conscious sense of com­ 
pression of th e chest, w ith difficult b reath­ 
ing, to relieve which he opens his m outh. 
The air coming in contact w ith the th ro at 
causes dryness, and then snoring will be­ 
gin. 
Id the m eantim e the pressure of the 
viscera on the large artery, whose course 
is along the inner portion c-f the backbone, 
impedes the circulation of the blood, pro­ 
ducing discomfort which m anifests itself in 
horrid dreams. 
Thus th e whole night is 
passed in a disturbed sleep, and perhaps 
m any nights pass w ithont one of refreshing 
sleep.

throat will not become dry, neither w ill he 
snore or have bad dream s. 
B ut often he 
can’t help thinking about his business, and 
his thoughts will run DP for hours. 
This 
is also a habit th a t m ay be broken up. 
H ave the will to p u t aside your thoughts, 
and in tim e you will have th e power to do 
so. 
YVe do not say th a t there are not 
other causes th a t habitually interfere w ith 
sound sleep, b ut believe there is a remedy 
for each difficulty, which m ay be found by 
seeking for it.— [H erald of H ealth.

DIURNAL 
R E IT 
FOR 
PLANTS. 


N o one donbts th a t plants require peri­ 
odical or annual rest, and up to the present 
tim e the necessity of diurnal rest has also 
been fully acknowledged, bu t it indicates 
uncertainty of their convictions in such 
m atters th a t botanists aud physiologists 
now tacitly adm it th a t the necessity of 
diurnal rest is an open question. 
Tne re­ 
cent experim ents w ith the electric light 
have led to this ; but m eanwhile gardeners 
will do well to hold on by Lindley, and 
others of the eim e school, who affirm th at 
“ diurnal repose is as necessary to plants 
as to auim al8.” 
Should it be discovered 
th at Liudley was wrong, we shall be pre­ 
pared to believe anythieg afterw ards, and 
doubt everything, in regard to p lant life. 
Orchids living and growing w ithout the old 
bulbs and the like would be nothing to the 
discovery 
th a t plants 
thrive as 
well 
w ithout 
diurnal 
rest 
as 
w ith 
it, 
for 
th a t 
wonld 
involve 
changes 
in th e physiological creed of .the most 
m omentous description. 
The report of the 
Paris experim ents states th a t they afford 
“ no grounds for supposing th a t nocturnal 
rest is necessary to the assim ilation of the 
food imbibed in the daytim e,” which may 
be true ; b u t nothing has been more confi­ 
dently asserted hitherto than th at the or­ 
gans of plants perform quite different func­ 
tions during the day and night respective­ 
ly. 
“ Tbe processes of assim ilation are 
suspended : no digestion of food and con­ 
version of it into organized m atter takes 
place ; and instead of decomposing carbonic 
acid by tbe extrication of oxygen, plants 
p art w ith carbonic acid and rob th e air of 
its oxygen.” 
Changes th a ’, are going to 
com pletely upset this arrangem ent of na­ 
ture m ust, it appears to common sense, ex­ 
ert a corresponding influence upon plant 
life, and produce changes som ething akin 
to w hat would happen if hum an beirgs 
were to begin to inhale carbonic acid in­ 
stead of oxygen, and exhale th e latter in ­ 
stead of th e former. 
The changes sug­ 
gested by th e no-rest hypothesis in plant 
grow th are strictly analogous to th is.— 
[Journal of Chem istry. ■ 


C o a t in g S t e e l w i t h C o u p e r .—E xperi­ 
m ents are at present carried on in Belgium 
to preserve steel, and steel gun barrels in 
particular, by coating them thinly w ith 
cooper by a process of which M. F. W eil is 
th e inventor. 
Its peculiarity consists In 
the composition of the baths used, in which 
the usual and alw ays dangerous cyanides 
of the alkalies are replaced by organic acids 
and glycerine. 
According to M. W eil, 
these baths require no renewal of organic 
elem ents, and can be used continuously 
when they are saturated w ith peroxide of 
copper. 
They possess, also, the advantage, 
owing to th e property inherent in organic 
alkaloids of dissolving th e peroxide of iron 
w ithout attacking the m etallic iron itself, 
of cleansing the steel before the commence­ 
m ent of the coppering process, and more 
perfectly th an can be done mechanically. 
The coppering is effected by putting porous 
clay vessels filled w ith caustic soda lye, in 
which zinc plates have been immersed, in 
the basin containing the organic copper 
base (alkaloid) and the steel. 
The zinc 
plates are connected by a thick copper wire 
w ith the steel articles to be coated w ith 
copper. 
The caustic lye may be used over 
and over again. 
Should it become satu­ 
rated w ith oxide of zinc, it is sufficient for 
its regeneration to trea t it w ith sulphide 
of sodium, when the oxide (of zinc) will be 
precipitated and a by-product obtained, by 
which the cost of the process will be con­ 
siderably reduced. 
T hs coppering process, 
it is said, occupies b ut a very short time.

De Voe, th e Hackensack meteorologist, 
gives the following excellent rules in regard 
to the w eather : 
F irst—W hen you see a

Its products are ephem eral, and th e news­ 
paper w riter m ust be content to see his 
product swallowed up in the pile of daily 
accretion, and forgotten with the memory 
of the occasion which called it forth. 
But 
this should m ake the pride of the profes­ 
sion all the stronger, and the more honor­ 
able the determ ination to do good work for 
its influence, and not for its rew ard. 
I t is 
grow ing to absorb more of talent aa it rises 
in requirem ents, and its product as a whole 
is even now superior in quality, and it is 
greater in quantity, than th at of any form 
ot 
contem porary literatu ie except 
the 
works of suprem e genius, and its members 
shonld govern them selves by the spirit of 
the words of T hackeray in speaking of the 
literary profession :

P norooR A P H iN G 
S o u n d . — The direct 
photography of sound vibrations has re­ 
cently been effected by Professor Boltz­ 
m ann, as follows : 
A small, thin platinum 
plate was attached perpendicularly to the 
centre of. a thin irffn plate, which, as iu the 
telephone or phonograph, was fixed on a 
wall piece and vibrated to sound. 
W ith a 
solar microscope an image of the platinum 
plate was focussed on a screen. 
Then a 
prepared phonographic plate was quickly 
moved across, in the plane of the screen, 
by a strong spring, while th e m outhpiece 
was spoken to. 
A bounding line between 
light snd shadow was so obtained on the 
prepared plate, forming a curve which 
closely corresponded to the sonorous vibra­ 
tions. 
To the vowels p retty simple curves 
correspond, often approxim ately curves ot 
sines, often interference curves of tw o or 
three curves of sines. 
The consonants give 
very m ultifarious curves.—[N. Y. Tribune.

For the sake of variety try this for 
breakfast : Buy some nice pork-chops, 
with little fat about them ; fry them a del 
icate brown, and pour hot tomato sauce 
over them. 
Make a gravy, using a little 
of the fat fried out of the pork ; send to the 
table with baked potatoes, warm cornbread 
and ooffee. 
Cabbage, cooked as yon cook cauliflower, 
helps to m ake variety at this season when 
it is difficult to do so. 
C ut the cabbage in 
sm all pieces and boil it until it is perfectly 
tender ; then drain off the salted water, 
and pour over the cabbage a cup of cream, 
w ith a lum p of b u tter and some pepper 
and Balt. 
Serve hot. 
A light and toothsome cream cake is 
m ale of four cups of sifted flonr, three 
cups of sugar, one cup of butter, one of 
cream, five eggs, one cup of English cur­ 
rants, and a small teaspoonful of soda. 
This makes a large loaf and requires an 
hour and a half to bake. 
It is a good plan 
to line the entire tin with paper, so that 
the cake can be lifted out without break 
ing. 
Durable and pretty covers for a bureau 
are made of drab aida canvas, with the 
edge finished with deep scallops crocheted 
of macreme cord, or make the cover so 
large that the edge will fall over the edge 
of the bureau. 
After the canvas is fringed 
to the depth of an inch, overcast the can­ 
vas so that it will not ravel. 
A narrow 
border of worsted above the fringe is a 
pretty addition. 
M any a deluded child has been cured of 
a cold by thiB means : Take a cup of brown 
sugar, and 
p ut 
it 
in 
a . saucepan 
to 
m ake candy, but instead of adding w ater 
in which to dissolve the Bugar, p ut in a 
little 
tea made by steeping 
thorough- 
w ort. 
This will im part a bitter taste, 
which is not u n p le a s a n t to the child aft«r 
the first m onthful, and is really a good 
rem edy for a “ tickling in the th ro at.” 
To make delicious wattles, take one and 
one-half pints of sweet milk, pne tea­ 
cup butter and lard, or one cap of either 
melted and put iu the milk, then stir in the 
flour; next beat the yolks of four eggs, 
and add with two tablespoonfuls of yeast, 
and beat hard. 
Beat the whites last, and 
stir them in gently. 
The consistency of 
the batter should be about like griddle- 
cakes, so it will run easily in the irons. 
Now, when the country housewife looks 
w ith dism ay a t th e em pty jars of pickles, 
and fears th a t there will be none left for 
spring use, she can occasionally substitute 
pickles made in this way for those p u t up 
in sum m er. 
Take some small turnips, boil 
them until they are tender, then cut in 
slices a little more th an an inch thick, Dour 
cold vinegar over them , and let them stand 
for a day and night. 
A few pepper-corns 
or kernels of allspice improve the flavor. 
For a delicious dessert lay thick sliceB of 
any kind of delicate cake in a deep pad­ 
ding dish, over this pour hot boiled custard 
made from the yolks of three eggs and a 
pint of milk, sweetened and flavored to 
taste. 
Dc this several honrs before the 
dish is to be served; just before serving 
put a layer of sliced peaches or oVanges 
over the cake ; have the whites of the eggs 
beaten to stiff froth, with a little sugar, 
and put over the fruit. 
Put in the oven 
a few minutes to brown. 
A cocoanut pudding to be eaten cold is a 
desirable dish, as it may be made and be 
out of the way while the heavy dishes of 
the dinner engage the cook’s attention. 
Take a medium-sized cocoanut, grate it, 
grate also six milk crackers, place a layer 
of the crackers in the bottom of a well- 
battered padding dish ; then a layer of 
cocoanut, aud so on until the dish is fu ll; 
now beat six eggs until they are light, the 
whites and yolks together; add a quart of 
sweet milk and sugar to your taste ; stir 
well together, and pour over the crackers 
and cocoanut until it is all absorbed ; sift 
sngar on the top and bake for an hour. See 
that the top is nicely browned before tak­ 
ing from the oven. 


E m a n c ip a t e d T u r k is h W o m e n .—One 
result of the British occupation of Cyprus, 
according to an American observer, has 
been to revolutionize the status of Turkish 
women in the island. 
The emancipated 
Turkish woman, he says, is only to be 
found in Cyprus, but she has been emanci­ 
pated so rapidly that, in his opinion, the 
harem system will not long survive in 
Egypt or any other country where a British 
garrison' is stationed. 
In Cyprus, accord­ 
ing to his account, the Moslem woman 
“ has openly thrown off the yoke and 
claimed her independence, and with a ven­ 
geance, too. 
'Ijirkish husbands, fathers, 
brothers and friends are frantic with de­ 
spair at the turn affairs have taken, aDd 
should a Turk come here from any other 
part of Islam he would not believe his own 
eyes.” The women go about unveiled, 
walk arm-in-arm with the infidel, give cof­ 
fee parties to Englishmen, attend cafes, 
chautants, and, in some cases, have even 
taken to drinking. 
The Woman’s Suffrage 
Society should lose np time in starting a 
branch in Cyprus, for if drunkenness and 
the can-can are the first fruits of female 
emancipation in the island, there is certain 
to be a severe reaction before long, in 
which the Turkish husband is likely to 
come to his own again unless dne precau­ 
tions are taken by the liberators of the 
other sex.—[Pail Mall Gazette.

TRAVELS IN BELGIUM. 


SCENES AMD FACTS OF INTEREST TO 
THB OBSERVER. 


Description of Railroad Coaches and Con­ 
veniences—The City of Brussels— 
Places which Attract Visitors, 


[For the Rxcord Union by Professor E. Kemen.] 
In closing my last letter to you a short 
time since, we were jnst at the point of tak* 
ing the cars from Ghent, Belgium, for Brus­ 
sels, the capital. 
Railroad travel in Bel­ 
gium does not afford the comforts and fa­ 
cilities as in the United States. 
The cars 
are small and low,‘and the passeDgers are 
imprisoned as if in cells. 
The benches, or 
seats, extend through the width of the 
cars. 
The first-class cars are divided into 
narrow 
compartments 
resembling 
the 
“ eoupee,” or front Beats of English stage 
coaches, and holding about ten persons, if 
doable seated, which is not always the 
case. 
They are furnished with some ele­ 
gance. 
The second-class cars have fewer 
compartments, with regular leather covered 
benches and a decent but very modest ap­ 
pearance. 
The third-class has rude un-' 
covered benches, canvas %wnings on the 
sides instead of windows, and otherwise re­ 
sembles somewhat an American|freight car. 
There are neither platforms nor middle 
passages through the cars. 
Neither water, 
stove nor other conveniences are provided, 
bnt in first-class carriages zinc vessels 
filled with hot water are placed on the 
floor in winter to warm the feet. 
Third- 
class cars are provided with Btraw or bay 
for th# same purpose. 
On either side of 
each 
compartment narrow doors open, 
which are Bhnt and locked during the 
transit between stations, by guards having 
the keys in their possession. 
These guards 
are not allowed to remain inside the cars 
with the passengers, except to collect 
tickets. They move from one car to another 
on the outside, stepping on a narrow board 
attached to the sides of the cars a couple of 
feet from the ground. Each guard has sev­ 
eral cars to attend to. 
The Chef de Train, 
or condnctor, does not take np tickets, but 
superintends the running of Che train. 


A LOOK ABOUT BRUSSELS. 
Arriving at Brussels we stopped at the 
Hotel de Belle-Vue, Place Royale, one of 
the most enjoyable locations in the city. 
Before us we have the Rue Royale, the 
broadest and finest in the C apital; tc onr 
right the park with its Bhaded and beauti­ 
ful walus, its many fountains and its ele­ 
gant th eater; it is surrounded on all sides 
by palaces ; the Royal palace, the Princea' 
palace, the palaces of the Ministries of 
W ar, Justice, Interior, etc. 
On the site 
of this park it was that the hardest fight­ 
ing took plage during the war of inde­ 
pendence. To our left is the Rue Montangue 
de la Cour, one of the most fashionable 
streets in the city. 
Brussels is often called 
little Paris, and it deserves the name well. 
Like Paris it has its boulevards encircling 
the main portion of the town ; its many 
faubourgs or suburbs; its fine squares, 
handsome streets and numerous palaces; 
its grand-looking cathedral; its city hall, 
the finest building of the kind in Europe ; 
its glass-covered passages or streets, even 
surpassing those of Paris; its zoological 
gardens, museum, art galleries, etc. 
The 
population is about 400,000. 
The city is 
partly built on a hillside and partly in the 
valley. 
The two races which, as we have 
said, divide the country, meet here and 
divide the town in such a marked way that 
a line could be drawn between them. 
The 
lower portion, or old city, with its dark and 
irregular streets, exerts upon the visitor 
the gloomy spell of past ages, whilst the 
upper or new city, with its modern ele­ 
gance, leads hiin back to real and faBhiona- 
able life. 
In the upper town reside the 
court, the aristocracy and the wealthier 
class. 
Going down hill to the end of the 
Rue de la Madeleine, which is 


THE KEARNY STREET OF BRUSSELS, 
The middle class, merc&ants «nd trades­ 
men hold their sway. 
This is the center 
and liveliest portion of the city. 
Here are 
the Galleries de Roi, de la Reine and des 
Princes, or glass-covered streets, filled 
with elegant stores, cafes, theater, etc. 
A 
little farther stands the Royal Theatre de 
la Monnaie, on the square of the same 
name, having in front the Palais de la 
Monnaie or Mint, and splendid cafes on 
both sides. 
On the left of the Rue de la 
Madeleine is the “ Grande Place,” one of 
the most remarkable squares in Europe. 
Every house has been preserved from the 
Middle Ages ; the architecture is entirely 
gothic ; and as these houses must have 
been the abode of the aristocracy centu­ 
ries ago, to judge by their size and aculpt- 
nred adornments, they offer an interesting 
and beautiful sight. 
Their hight is from 
five to seven stories ; the entire front is 
scnlptured and gilded np to the gable, and 
they are covered with steep roofs. 
Here 
stands the Hotel de Ville or City Hall, a 
magnificent building with a tower 370 feet 
high, and the statue of St, George, of sev­ 
enteen feet, on its top. 
It was on this 
square that the Counts of Egmont and 
Horn were executed three hundred years 
ago ; and the house and the very window 
out of which the Duke de Alva, their en- 
emyi contemplated the beheading, are still 
shown to strangers. 
A few steps from 
there, in the Rue de l’Ecuyer, is the cele­ 
brated fountain “ Maenneke P 
which 
has been preserved to satisfy popular fancy. 
It is the statue of an infant of the male 
persuasion,_ furnishing water to the good 
people of the neighborhood ; and, although 
situated in a frequented street and known 
to tourists as a curiosity, sufficient reasons 
forbid its description. 
Among the squares 
of Brussels, the Place du Grand Sahlon is 


REMARKABLE FOR ITS BEAUTIFUL FOUNTAIN 
And the Place des M artyrs for its monu­ 
ment, dedicated to the defenders of the 
Belgian independence, whose bones are 
resting there ; neither should we forget, 
among the many churches, the cathedral, 
with its painted windows, its fine pictures 
and its nave of 400 feet in length. 
Life is 
pleasant and cheap at Brussels. 
Hotels 
are kept on the French Btyle. 
There are 
interpreters at all the hotels, and guides to 
take you around the city. 
There are no 
s tr e e t cars ; hacks and omnibuses are the 
only conveyances. 
The hack fare is tw en­ 
ty-five cents from one end of the town to 
the other ; the omnibus fare two cents. 
Hacks are all numbered and under the 
strict control of the Police Department. 
A t the street corners are seen commission­ 
aires or carriers, wearing a regular uniform 
and numbered plates on their breast, to 
whom strangers may intrust any object, 
even of great value, and send them on an 
errand without fear. 
Their tariff is five 
cents for a trip. 
They give their patrons 
a check every time they are employed, 
and the company which has oontrol over 
them is responsible for any losses. 
There 
are other contrivances at Brussels, in com­ 
mon with other large cities in Belgium, 
which deserve special mention. 
A t all 
the street corners, near the lamp-post, is 
an electric clock, or rather dial, marking 
the hour of the day ; all these clocks are 
set in movement by the town clock. 
This 
is certainly a great convenience for the 
public. 
Other ingenious arrangements are 
the street reflectors or mirrors fixed at the 
upper windows of many bouses. By means 
of these reflectors persons sitting near the 
window can see everything that passes in 
the street without leaning out or even 
opening the window. 


A FEW MILES FROM BRUSSELS 
Is the royal palace of Laeken, located in a 
beautiful park, and which can be seen by 
the traveler on the cars going either north 
or east. 
Here it was that the unfortunate 
Empress Carlotta, 
wife of Maximilian, 
resided a number of years after she had 
lost her reason. 
It is a sad remembrance 
for those who have seen her, when not six­ 
teen years of age, and having the appear­ 
ance of a pretty child, riding out with her 


betrothed and future husband, Maximilian, 
a noble and fine-looking man, and presenting 
a picture of happiness which was so soon to 
end in such a dreadful manner. The palace 
of Laeken, being so near the city, is vis­ 
ited almost daily by the royal family. 
Strangers sojourning at Brussels, and espe­ 
cially Englishmen, cannot refrain from vis­ 
iting Waterloo, the celebrated battlefield, 
which lies fifteen miles sonth. 
A little 
village of the same name and two others— 
Flenry and Belle-Alliance—are the points 
round whieh the great battle raged. 
A 
mount with a lion in bronze on top is the 
only monument left to posterity. 
The 
plow has long ago eradicated every vestige 
of this momentous occurrence. 
Y et thou­ 
sands of visitors inspect the place and sat­ 
isfy their curiosity, to the great satisfaction 
of the poor inhabitants, upon whom the 
occasion of earning an honest penny by 
imposing upon the crednlity of the visitors 
has not been lost. 
For instance : For the 
last sixty years a coat bntton or spur of 
W ellington has been sold, or offered for 
sale, to every Englishman visiting the 
place; to every Prussian or Austrian a 
piece of shonlder-strap which old Blncher 
lo s t; and to every Frenchman a horse­ 
shoe or horse-shoe nail lost by the charger 
which the great Emperor rode. 
A supply 
of these objects is always on hand, and 
their genuineness vouched for in a manner 
to suit the occasion.

FARM AND FRUIT. 


CHANGB PRODUCED BY THB RECENT 
BAINS UPON CROPS. 


A Valuable Dry Land Grass— Squirrel 
Polsoa—Manure for Vineyards— 
Orchard and Vine Planting. 


O l d D o g T r a y .—At the fire last Sun­ 
day night on Dupont street, near Clay, San 
Francisco, the tire editor saw a sight that 
was exciting and carried the witnesses into 
a fever of sympathy for one of the brnte 
creation. 
On the edge of the St. Francis 
Hotel, the building that wai afire, a large 
Newfoundland dog was trying to escape. 
Like a human being he would start for the 
lire, to be repqlsed, and then lay his fore­ 
paws over the edge of the gutter, in mate 
prayers for help from below ; then, fearful 
of the jnmp of seventy feet that he thought 
must necessarily be taken, he would turn 
again towards the fire, only to be repulsed. 
At last the flames swept up against the 
palings that separated the buildings on the 
south, and caught the bushy tail of the 
dog. 
Sweeping around he lost his balance, 
some one on the higher building in the 
meantime having thrown a stream against 
him. 
He hong for a few minutes by his 
fore-paws, and then a doz n of the lire 
boys were just below, with shoulders 
turned so as to receive him, and so they 
did, for he rolled from them to the pave­ 
ment unharmed, save a severe-scorching, 
and with a yell of delight went off rejoic- 
ing.—[Pacific Life. 


T he R a in s 
a n d 
C r o p s. —The 
much 
needed rain has finally come copiously, 
and caused a general expression of satisfac­ 
tion and gratitude over the entire State. 
W hile Bome small sections along rivers and 
streams, or of tule lands, were not suffer­ 
ing, the general condition of the agricult­ 
ural districts of this Stxte was sucb at to 
awaken the utmost anxiety, and the pros­ 
pect of a destructive drought and failure of 
crops was already reflected in commercial 
and business circles, where expenses and 
investments of stock were being greatly 
lessened. 
Now, however, the cheerful sky 
is already seen through broad rifts in the 
gathered clouds of financial adversity, and 
the prospects are very assuring for the 
major portion of the coast. 
The Kern 
County Calijornian, immediately prior to 
the 
recent 
rains, 
sa id : 
“ The wheat 
crop, 
except 
where 
irrigaetd, 
has 
failed 
beyond 
the 
power of 
rain to 
save it, in Tulare county. 
The streams 
in that county dry up and are of little ben­ 
efit for irrigation in seasons such as thiB. 
W hat is true of this county applies gener­ 
ally to the entire valley of the ¡San Joaquin. 
There are occasional spots where the grain 
is not altogether withered, and a good rain 
wonld canse a light yield. 
Between La- 
throp and Livermore Pass, where there is 
a wide expanse of fine wheat-growing land, 
all of which was sown as far as the eye can 
reach from the cars, appears to be hope­ 
lessly dried np. 
In Santa Clara valley the 
prospect is not so favorable. W ithout rain 
the crop will be a complete failure, and it 
must rain copiously to make even a light 
one.” The amount of rain which has fallen 
since the above was w ritten will probably 
change the prospect even more favorably 
than was it anticipated by the writer such 
an event would produce, and should we be 
favored with still further rains, in many 
sections where it was expected the crops 
would be an entire failure a light yield may 
yet be harvested. 
A 
V a l u a b l e 
D r y 
L a n d 
G r a s s. 
The Scientific Press, speaking of forage 
plants wortby of trial in this State, says 
chat a species of grass, which has no com­ 
mon name, bat is botanically called Paspa 
lum OvcUum, is pronounced most valuable 
for producing feed upon dry lands. 
It is 
described in the agricultural report for 
1880 as growing about three to five feet 
in hight. 
It Las only recently been de 
tected in this country, and seems confined 
to few localities. 
It was collected in 
Louisiana by Dr. R avenel; also, later at 
Fortress Monroe, Va., by Dr. Vasey, and 
more recently by S. B. Wallis, of Wallis- 
ville, Tex. 
It is also a South American 
species. 
Mr. W allis says : 
This grass I 
consider the niOBt valuable of all the 
grasses that I am acquainted with. 
It is 
perennial, and grows here all the year 
round, furniBhiDg excellent green feed for 
stock at all seasons, except that the green 
blades freeze in our very coldest weather, 
perhaps two or three times in a winter, and 
then grow ont again in a few days’ time. 
It increases rapidly from seed, and also re­ 
produces itself from suckers, which sprout 
from the nodes of the culm after the first 
crop of seed has ripened. 
I have seen 
these Buckers remain green for six or eight 
weeks after the old stalks were as dead and 
dry as hay, and then, when the old stalk 
had fallen to the ground, take root and 
form new plants. 
It grows well on all 
kinds of dry land. 
The plants with roots 
two or three years old form stools twelve 
to eighteen inches across, have very strong 
roots, and grow in the longest drought 
almost as fast as when it rains. 


M a n u r e f o r V i n e y a r d s .—The qnes- 
tion at the East has been a troublesome 
one for some time as to what will replen­ 
ish the vine-producing quality of 
the 
ground in the older vineyards, and this is 
also addressing itself to the vine growers 
of this coast. 
A French vineyardist, in a 
communication to a viticnltural journal, 
claims to have demonstrated by years of 
practical use th at the health of the vine is 
promoted and the phylloxera and other 
noxious insects destroyed by application of 
a manure compounded in the proportion of 
22 pounds of wood ashes, 22 pounds of sul 
phate of iron and about 4$ pounds of coal 
tar, pressed several times through a seive 
to insure thorough and equal mixture. The 
w riter referred to claims that the UBe of 
this mixture has preserved his vineyard 
from phylloxera and kept it thrifty and pro' 
ductive, while other adjacent vineyards 
have been greatly damaged or ruined by 
the insect. 
The manure annually applied 
to the surface and scratched in slightly 
about the vines, a handful to the young 
and twice the quantity to plants of older 
and strong growth. 


C h e a p a n d E f f e c t iv e S q u ir r e l P o l 


s o n .— J. A. Quinby, of San Jose, writes to 
the Mercury as follows : 
Please give 
through your paper the following recipe 
for exterminating squirrels, which I have 
UBed with the most satisfactory results— 
viz ; 
Take an 
even 
tablespoonful of 
arsenic, mix with a well-beaten egg to the 
consistency of thin batter ; put this in one 
pint of clean, dry wheat and Btir well until 
all the grains are coated with the mixture. 
I t is now ready for use. 
I give this as the 
proportions to use for any quantity. 
One 
pound of arsenic at forty cents will mix 
sixteen pints, costing, aside from wheat 
and egg. only two and one. half cents per 
pint. 
I put a teáspoonful in each hole for 
the squirrels to eat at their leisure. 
If left 
outside it will be eaten by birds—to their 
sure destruction. 
This mixture is not so 
immediate in its effects as strychnine, but 
whole colonies will soon disappear with its 
use. 
I hope those interested in the de­ 
struction of our sijuirrel pest will give it a 
trial. 
It is equally destructive on gophers, 
rats and mice. 
Put in their holes and run­ 
ways. 
• 


O r c h a r d s 
a n d 
V i n e s .—The 
Contra 
Costa Gazette says that a large area of land 
in that county is being set out this spriDg 
in vineyards and orchards. 
A. Boss, of 
Pacheco, is now planting a vineyard of 
about fifty acres, and he has about 200 
acres in tine condition, the whole of which 
will probably be set out in grape vines by 
next season. 
William Stone, of Green 
Valley, has just completed an addition of 
fifteen acres to his splendid almond and 
apricot orchard. 
He ha3 a tank erected, 
and will water the trees during the pres­ 
ent season, unless sufficient rain falls to 
supply the earth with abundant moisture. 
His almond trees are loaded with blossoms 
and are an attractive spectacle. 
Mr. Bar­ 
ber has added a few acres to his vineyard 
near Martinez, and on the back road from 
this town to W alnut Creek several new 
vineyards and orchards have been planted. 
In fact, the gratifying effects of the grape 
and fruit boom may be seen all over the 
county. 


N e w 
Z e a l a n d 
M u t t o n . — A consign­ 
ment of 15 carcasses of New Zealand mut­ 
ton, preserved by the dry air refrigerating 
process, arrived in Birmingham yesterday, 
and was shown at the dead meat market. 
The carcasses were those of remarkably 
well-fed sheep of the Shropshire type, per­ 
fectly clean, and as sweet as though they 
were home killed. 
In every respect they 
compared favorably with the American 
consignments, and commanded wholesale 
from 7f i. to Sd. per pound, as compared 
with 7-id. for American mutton and lOd. 
to lOid. • for best home killed, 
in the 
method of preservation adopted the car­ 
casses are frozen before being shipped, in­ 
stead of traveling some distance in tbeir 
ordinary condition, before being placed in 
the refrigerating chamber <f{ the ship, and 
tnere is also an advantage in the cold air 
being made as dry as possible. 
It is ar­ 
ranged that the cargoes of mutton from 
New Zealand shall remain refrigerated on 
sbip-board during the greater period that 
the vessels are in dock, quantities being 
unloaded daily according to the market. — 
[London Post. 


T h e 
P h y l l o x e r a . —The phylloxera is 


at work in Italian vineyards as well as in 
France. 
In the nursery ground at Monte 
Christo, where 150,000 Amerioan vines 
had been planted, there was an invasion by 
this pest, and the plants were at once de­ 
stroyed and the ground soaked with sul­ 
phate of carbon. 
This treatm ent, applied 
to all vineyards, has driven the phylloxera 
from the Island of Monte Christo. 
Re­ 
cently the Provinces of Caltaniasetta and 
Messina, in Italy, have been attacked by 
this enemy of the vines, and also Como 
and Milan in Upper Italy. 
W hen the 
Minister of Agriculture bears that a vine­ 
yard has been assailed, the order to uproot 
the plants is at once carried into execu­ 
tion. 
The ravages reported from France, 
it is hoped, are not to be reproduced in 
Italy. 


I r o n f o r P e a c h T r e e s —At one of the 
meetings of the American Institute Farm­ 
ers’ Clnb, Mr. Wagner, who lives on Long 
Island, about fifty miles eastcf New York, 
exhibited some praniog from his orchard, 
to illustrate the effect of 
putting iron 
around trees. 
He took an old place, with 
twenty trees in the orchard full of dead 
limbs and yellow leaves, the crutches ooz­ 
ing thick gum. 
He gave the earth a top 
dressing of iron, breaking up old plows and 
sotves and scattering the fragments. 
The 
effect has been marvelous.

JAPOLEOH AND THE PEINCESSE 


DB CHIMAY. 


Bonaparte was as keenly alive to the ac­ 
quaintances needful to be shaken off as to 
the friendships desirable to seek. It cost 
him but little to give a decided cut when 
self-interest and ambitious akns were at 
stake. For most people, one of the most 
delicate and difficult things in life is to re­ 
pudiate former friendships, and break with 
connections that have been previously 
sought. Tho person w ho Joes SO, »» times 
and circumstances alter, is sure to be ac­ 
cused of pride and ingratitude, although 
the painful proceeding may be nothing 
more than a necessary sacrifice. In periods, 
especially of social trouble, sincere attach­ 
ments will often arise, particularly between 
persons whose career in life has commenced 
from a common starting point. They hold 
together, like fellow-countrymen whom 
chance has conducted to a barbarous coun­ 
try, and whose first acquaintance is made 
in the minds of savage enemies. When 
friends like these are obliged to bid each 
other adieu, the separation is moBtly dis­ 
tressing to both. Bonaparte felt no such 
scruples. 
. 
« 
The widow of the Marquis de Beauhar- 
uais, instead of emigrating during the Rev­ 
olution like so many others, remained in 
Paris, and she was thrown, by the force of 
events, into the heterogeneous society for 
which that epoch was notorious. Her per­ 
sonal conduct is not the question now ; but 
it may at least be remarked that, if the 
good she did be weighed against the faults 
she may have committed, the evil scale will 
be exceedingly light. One thing is cer­ 
tain, namely, that, both before and after 
her marriage with General Bonaparte, she 
was mixed up with people whose habitual 
society was quite unsuitable for the wife of 
the head of the State. While her husband 
was only a General, her position obliged 
her to receive the ladies who were connect­ 
ed with the existing order of things. 
Doubtless, her natural tact and good taste 
enabled her to make some selections ; but 
even amongst those Selected few were per­ 
sons whose reputation, rightly or wrongly, 
shocked the First Consul's natural rigid­ 
ness. 
. . 
Amongst Madame Bonaparte s most inti­ 
mate friends there was one who was uni­ 
versally celebrated for her incomparable 
beauty, and it was precisely her whom Bo­ 
naparte, when be became First Consul, 
most severely forbade to frequent his 
house. Mademoiselle de Gabarrus, daugh­ 
ter of a rich Spanish banker, had married 
the Marquis de Fonienay before the Revo­ 
lution, and while she was still almost a 
child. Divorced from her first husband, 
she married the too famous representative 
of the people, Tallien. She was accused of 
having shared that person’s demagogic 
opinions. Others acquitted her of the 
charge, asserting that, on the contrary, she 
often muzzled the tiger during the parux- 
ysms of rage. But it may be observed 
that contemporary books and journals be- 
'longing to that disastrous epoch add but 
very few extenuating circumstances to the 
reprehensible acts of which they accuse 
her ; whilst her justification did not ap­ 
pear till a long time aftewards, when she 
had changed her name of horror for the 
well-sounding title of Prinoease de Chimay. 
Whatever truth or falsehood there may 
have been in the popular rumors that were 
bruited about respecting the lovely Madame 
Tallien two things are certain, namely, the 
real affection which Madame Bonaparte 
felt for her, and the invincible repugnance 
with which she inspired the First Consul. 
He bad long concealed within his own 
breast the unqualified annoyance which he 
felt at euch an intimacy ; he did not allow 
the slightest symptom of disapprobation to 
escape during his marvelous Italian and 
Egyptian campaigns ; but the day after his 
establishment in the Luxembourg Palace, 
af‘er the eighteenth of Brumaire, he sig­ 
nified to his wife, positively, that she must 
give up Madame Tallien's acquaintance. 
The names of other pretty ladies were also 
added to the Index Expurgatonus ; but 
the loss of all the rest put together gave 
comparatively little pain to Madame Bona­ 
parte. She tried every means to carry her 
point; soft persuasion, sulking, entreaties, 
tears. None answered the purpose ; she 
was obliged to submit. 
After the fall of the Directory, the crowd 
of courtiers—for every Government finds 
courtiere to follow it—continued to direct 
their steps to the Luxembourg, where, by 
a singular chance, Bonaparte resided pre^ 
cisely one hundred days, the duration of 
his reign in 1815. As Madame Tallien and 
Madame Bonaparte had been in the habit 
of exchanging visits, and of sending to 
each other those little morning notes, 


which women have so much pleasure in 
writing, even when they have nothing to 
say, Madame Tallien was surprised to find 
hen were unanswered, although she might 
have remarked that, since the General’s re­ 
turn from Egypt, she had performed mncb 
more than her share of the correspondence. 
Nevertheless, Madame Tallien was by no 
means backward in coming to compliment 
Bonaparte on hia miraculous passage 
through the midst of the English fleet. 
Her congratulations met with the coldest 
possible reception, at which she felt a little 
piqued, without being uneasy in other re­ 
spects ; for she was not apprised of the 
great event which was then maturing itself 
in secret. She merely Baid to Madame 
Haiuguerlot, another celebrated beauty of 
the day, “ He ia an unlicked bear.” In the 
course of the conversation she added, “ I 
had better let his ill-temper have its 
course ; and then, he will see me so fre­ 
quently, that be will get used to my counte­ 
nance. Yon think he won’t speak to me? 
Very well, I am easily consoled. I shall 
make up for it with his wife.” 
It is not certain whether Madame Tal- 
lien’s expressions were reported to Napo­ 
leon ; but what followed immediately after 
the First Consul’s installation at the Lux­ 
embourg was this : A list had been made 
of the persons to whom the earliest visits 
should be paid, at least by cards, seeing 
that republican equality could not be un­ 
ceremoniously trampled under foot, and that 
there still existed secondary powers, whose 
vaiiity the First Consul did Dot wish to 
shock too rudely. He paid very few of these 
visits in person ; and, as people knew how 
preciouB his time was, the most susceptible 
could not feel offended. But with Madame 
Bonaparte the case was different; for, in 
the early dawn of gieatness, the wife of 
the head of the State was considered as a 
nullity in Government matters. At first, 
she went, almost by stealth, once or twice, 
to Madame Tallien’s. The other came to 
her several times without being admitted, 
of which she was not aware. On inquiry, 
she learnt that the footman, whose duty it 
was to announce visitors, had received or­ 
ders never to allow Madame Tallien to en­ 
ter. 
Notwithstanding which, and pre­ 
cisely the very day the First Consul in­ 
formed hia wife of her friend’s exclusion, 
Madame Tallien, calling at an early hour, 
obtained admittance. The usual Argus was 
not yet at his post. 
Madame Bonaparte, still agitated by the 
communication her husband had made, was 
in the utmost confusion when the charming 
Spaniard burst into her chambers unawares. 
Few faces were less capable of dissimula­ 
tion than Josephine’s. Madame Tallieu, 
seeing at the firBt glance that a somber 
cloud was resting on the countenance whose 
expression was ordinarily so amiable, ex­ 
claimed : “ W hat can be the matter with 
you ?” Madame Bonaparte could not an­ 
swer ; her voice was choked by sobs. She 
wept as she embraced Madame Tallien ; 
and, after regaining her composure a little, 
she confessed the cause of her vexation, 
and related the scene which had taken 
place a moment before. Still, as it was 
Josephine’s constant care to soften down 
whatever might be disagreeable, she laid 
all the fault on the spiteful tongues who 
had doubtless calumniated her friend.

Madame 
Bonaparte, whose constant study was to 
watch her husband’s good natured mo­ 
ments, possessed a whole treasury of 
charms and seductions ; her smile and her 
looks were so caressing, that she often suc­ 
ceeded in disarming Bonaparte.

“ Madame,” Baid Napoleon, “ my wife 
can associate with no other persons than 
such as are fearless of calumny. This dec­ 
laration suffices to explain the necessity of 
depriving herself of your visits, until the 
day when, Btrong in your innocence, you 
shall have thrown down the wall which 
must henceforth separate you from each 
other. I am sorry for it, but it must be so. 
The eyes of the world are fixed upon me. 
Adieu, madame." 
Bonaparte pronounced the two last words 
in a softened, almost an affectionate, tone, 
and accompanied them with a look capable 
of tempering the bitterness of the sen­ 
tence passed upon the lovely offender, had 
she beeu capable of noticing it in her state 
of excitement and humiliation. On retir­ 
ing, Napoleon made sufficient noiBe, as he 
closed the door, for Madame Bonaparte to 
be aware of his departure.

A LECTURE ON LEQ8. 
There is an outcry about legs. We are 
told that we have too much of them at 
theaters. We do, and I say this not be­ 
cause the exhibition ia indecent, but be­ 
cause it is ugly. What a woman is ex­ 
pected to bide and what to Bhow is purely 
a question of convention. I remember 
once passing an afternoon lounging about 
at the Sweet Waters of Asia, on the Bos­ 
phorus. Princesses and other lights of the 
harem were being dragged about in bul­ 
lock carts. Soon some of them got out of 
their conveyances and sat down upon the 
grass. Among them was a girl who I felt 
convinced was pretty, and I sat down near 
her. Her face was covered with a thin 
veiL Nothing would have induced her to 
raise it, but slowly she pulled her wide 
trouser up above her knee and proceeded 
to scratch her bare leg. This was her idea 
of a mild flirtation with a Frank. And 
why not ? Her Eoglish sister would go to 
a ball with neck and arms bare ; or, to put 
it more correctly, with about a quar­ 
ter of her body concealed only by 
shoulder-straps. Am I not right, therefore, 
in saying that the rule as to what portion 
of the female form divine may with pro­ 
priety be submitted to the eyes of man­ 
kind is local aud not general? Here faces, 
necks, backs, shoulders and arms may be 
shown, in the east legs may be shown; 
while in Zululand, according to all ac­ 
counts, the ladies walk about like Eve 
before the fall. Bat even in England the 
rule is different in theaters and in bail 
rooms. If a girl were to appear at the 
latter in a dress only reaching down to her 
knees, she would be regarded as a peculiar 
girl, whereas she might do this on the 
stage without adverse comment. I make 
these preliminary remarks in order to 
prove that I approach this solemn subject 
without prejudice. Ten or twelve years 
ago the ballet girls used to wear skirts 
which came down a little below the knees.

What ia the result ? Exceeding ugliness. 
I suppose that it majr be taken as a rule 
that when a girl has small, thin arms, she 
generally has small, thin legs. Any one, 
however, has only to look at the modern 
ballet girl to perceive that, although her 
arms may be sticks, her legs sre elephant­ 
ine in their proportions. This girl goes to 
a theatrical hosier ; the shape of her leg is 
taken, and then a pair of tights ia made, 
with wool woven into them as the case 
may require. A girl with her legs done up 
in cotton wool, with a small piece of silk 
drawn tightly in by a band, and with 
naked arms and shoulders, cannot be said 
to be making an indecent exhibition of her­ 
self, but she is ungainly. She shocks no 
morality, but she does shock good taste. 
In the name, therefore, of good taste, let 
us go back to the days of cloudy muslin.—

THE DISSIPATION OF LUXURY. 
The telegraph has lurnlshed us au ac 
-count of a fancy dress ball given at the 
residence of Mrs. W. H. Vanderbilt, cor­ 
ner of Fifty-second street and Fifth ave­ 
nue, New York, on Monday night. The 
account is in the “ Jenkins ” style of re­ 
porting, and indulges in descriptions of 
dress details, of toilet effects, of orna­ 
ments, and accounts of jewels, all quite 
replete with inflammatory appeals to the 
love of showy display and brilliant pageant­ 
ry. The personality of the affair is not 
omitted, even to the very minnte detail 
that in one of the quadrilles Mrs. Vander­ 
bilt’s sister took part. The affair appears 
to have been quite nniqne in many of its 
features. It appears also to have been un- 
nsually effortful in the way of displaying 
the possession of great wealth. As an 
effort in this direction the ball of Monday 
night appears to have been a success. All 
over the country on Tuesday morning the 
brilliant pageant scintillates with change­ 
able irridescence through columns of ad­ 
jectives for the edification of our fifty 
millions of people. Mr. Vanderbilt’s resi­ 
dence wonld not admit the whole nation 
as spectators, hot the ball was really given 
in the presence of the world, because 
the press could confer the angnst presence 
which the limited accommodations of the 
mansion denied. This occasion supplies 
a new and higher standard cf extrava­ 
gance. The “ wasp” of M rs. 
, with 
pnrple and black, gold ganze with horizon­ 
tal stripes of yellow and black, and gold 
tissue overdress ; square cap with anten­ 
na- of diamonds, or M rs. 
’s “ comet,” 
with black and yellew satin, embroidered 
with gold stars ; gold thread flowing in 
profusion, and diamond head, furnish 
quite a study in the great art of prodi­ 
gality, and should supply a new standard 
' of extravagance in costly costuming. 
Hereafter the things we have been ac­ 
customed to look upon as princely in the 
way of costliness will retain but a beggarly 
place in popular estimation. In the great 
social “ see-saw” the pauper descends by 
comparison as the prince’s end of the 
board rises, and poverty seeks deeper 
soundings of squalor as wealth rises to 
higher altitudes of opulence. The press 
ministers to the vanity of pampered riches 
by reproducing this glittering revelry. To 
what end is all this ? What lesson of good 
to mankind does it teach ? To what noble 
purpose does- it appeal ? What great ex­ 
ample of human dnty does it set before the 
world ? In brief, what of it if in the very 
lost of search for methods of realizing to 
themselves and displaying to the world the 
possession of riches these people lavish 
millions in gaudy attire ? Should the press 
become the servitor of all this vanity, and 
spread discontent by giving emphasis to 
the disparity between poverty and riches ? 
Bat if tbe gorgeousness of the apparel 
fails to be instructive the accounts of the 
quadrilles may supply the lesson of a really 
great social event The telegraph says : 
•' The ball opened with the ‘hobby-horse ’ 
•quadrille. The horses were the most won­ 
derful things ever constructed in this 
country. The workmen were more than 
two months in finishing them. They were 
of life size, covered with genuine hides, 
and supplied with flowing manes and tails, 
and had large, bright eyes, bnt were light 
-eoough to be attached to tbe waists of the 
warriors whose feet were concealed by 


riohly embroidered bangings.” To this is 
added a description of false legs with boots 
and spurs in the stirrups. 
W ith these 
life-sized horses fastened to their waiBts the 
ladies and gentlemen “ cavorted” and 
“ reared ” and “ charged ” after the man­ 
ner of ’ De Soto before the bewildered 
Athualpa. This is indeed an improvement 
upon the old-time broomstick, which from 
time immemorial the youthful males of our 
race have been wont to imagine a prancing 
charger. Like the small boy, these ladies 
and gentlemen had to use their own legs 
for the prancing, and their own breath for 
“ the smoke of the nostrils.” Then there 
was the “ Mother Goose,” and the “ Dres­ 
den,” and the "Opera Boufle,” and the 
“ Go-as-you-please,” all approaching in a 
greater or less degree the dignified and 
elevated “ hobby-horse” circus. 
It would seem that men and women 
should attain a growth beyond such idle 
and empty amusement ; but perhaps this 
is too much to expect of the exhibitions of 
manhood and womanhood “ in society.” 
Men and women are but grown up boys

“ PANCLASTITIS,” 
French ingenuity, we are told, has de­ 
vised a new and wonderfully destructive 
explosive compound, called panclastitis, 
which, literally translated, means “ smash 
all.” It is said to be entirely safe to 
handle, inasmuch as it consists of two dis­ 
tinct compositions, which, singly, are harm­ 
less, but united, explode in a short time 
with terrific violence. Thus it can be car­ 
ried about in two vials, be mingled at the 
proper moment, and time enough will 
elapse before the explosion oenrs that fairly 
rocks the earth, to reach a place of safety. 
This, if true, will be peculiarly acceptable 
news to Herr Most, Louise Michel, O'Don- 
novan llossa, the Russian Nihilists, and 
the French Anarchists. 
Dynamite has 
already taken its place in politics, bat, 
while it has a more euphonious name, its 
new rival will displace it for effectiveness, 
and probably be reckoned as mnch 
more an important political agent, as 
it is a more destructive compound. 
The new system of governing a country by 
the use of explosives is becoming entitled 
to notice by modern political economists. 
In America tbe entire business of blowing 
up Government departments has hereto­ 
fore been committed to the press, which 
has discharged its trust with a fidelity and 
vigor almost phenomenal, but in a manner 
more humane than the methods adopted in 
Europe. It is probable that our Bystem 
would meet with favor there, were it not 
that in most cases the Governments Bhut 
np the press before it can blow up the de­ 
partments. 
Seriously, however, the panclastitian 
dynamite business has attained proportions 
that may well cause alarm among 
this 
people. 
When 
we 
read 
of 
the threat to destroy the Kremlin 
when the Czar is crowned; of the warning 
given to the Archbishop of Canterbury 
concerning the proposed blowing up of tbe 
Deanery ; of the attack with dynamite on 
the Government offices in London ; of tbe 
threat to throw Paris into a panic by the 
nseof explosive Bubstances of more terrible 
power than any yet used ; of the bombs 
found in Lyons; of the dynamite depots 
unearthed in St. Petersburg; we deem 
ourselves Bafe in being so far removed from 
such disturbed localities. But it occurs 
to the thoughtful that there may be dan­ 
ger nearer home, since exiled members of 
the assassination society have exhibited in 
New York duplicates of the deadly 
cartridges alleged to have been used re­ 
cently in London, 
There are with ns just enough of such 
devilish spirits as Herr Most, socialistic 
cranks and communistic lunatics, to set on 
foot here, for the very lust of destruction, 
the murderous assassination policy which 
has so terrorized Europe that the explosion 
of a child’s firecracker in the streets of 
many of the great cities stampedes nearly 
the entire population. They are of the 
class who sow not, but would reap the har­ 
vest of others. Perhaps they but await 
the first depression in business to inflame 
with their diabolical Buphistries a still 
larger number who are possibly to become 
their dupes. Perhaps their plans are al­ 
ready laid to aim the blow that shall give 
this nation a taste of the dynamite treat­ 
ment. These men are not producers, nor 
toilers, bat the worst products of idleness, 
vicionsness, malignant envy and the pot- 
honse. 
It will not do to say that because this is 
» republic and here there is no distinctive 
ruling class, we have no cause to 
fear. The brutes who use dynamite as a 
weapon and estimate assassination as a 
science, find sufficient excuse in the pros­ 
perity of others. They are fairly repre­ 
sented in these United States; they 
wonld revel in their secret dens over 
the horrors of an explosion that might 
destroy the national Capitol, or the White 
Honse, or any of the pnblic buildings 
scattered throughout the Union. If de­ 
tected they wonld deem themselves mar­ 
tyrs to a holy cause, and be sufficiently 
rewarded by their infamous notoriety. 
The assassin never wants for an excoBe. 
He welcomes with eagerness any means for 
accomplishing his ends, that will at the 
same time conceal. hiB identity. As the 
facilities for destroying human beings 
mnltiply, the temptation to test them in­ 
creases, and the class referred to is the 
more beset by that temptation, becanse 
pretense of justification is found in the in­ 
famous preachings of snch as Most and his 
fellow-outlaws, who have liberty in oar 
midst to say what they please. The New 
York Evening Pont seriously believes that 
these powerful explosions capable of being 
packed in snch an exceedingly small com­ 
pass may, combined with the anarchical 
spirit, pat onr civilization in great danger. 
The rnthless barbarians of the North were 
the terror of luxnrions Rome ; bnt, as the 
Pont well says, onr barbarians are in 
onr midat and invisible; onr criminal 
class 
is 
in 
danger 
of 
becoming 
onr anarchical class, has all onr scientific 
advantages within its reach, and appears 
to be possessed with a rage for simple de­ 
struction ; and it adds : “ The best means 
of meeting them seems still to have to be 
devised. Eren if they had to be killed on 


a great scale, like wild animals, they wonld 
stUl have to be caught, which is no easy 
matter.” The conclusion reached is that 
as secret agents for the wholesale destruc­ 
tion of human beings increase in number 
and deadly power, so most the detective 
talent be cultivated for the broader field 
opening for Its exercise, though we most 
confess thst this is a very unsatisfactory 
point at which to arrive in the considera­ 
tion of the matter. 


A NEW DEPARTURE IN HUKDER TRIALS 
Hurtado, now confined in the jail of this 
county under sentence for murder, shot 
and killed Estnardo in this city something 
over a year ago. He was indicted for mur­ 
der, and on the trial temporary insanity, 
or, as it is more popularly known, emo­ 
tional insanity, was set up as a defense, it 
being contended that the defendant had 
been informed of the adultery of his wife 
with the deceased, and that the informa­ 
tion threw him into suoh a frame of mind 
that he killed the man nnder an irresistible 
or insane impulse, and that at most the 
killing was manslaughter. In support of 
that plea, testimony was offered tending to 
show that the information was trae. To 
this the prosecution objected, as irrele­ 
vant. For the prosecution the District 
Attorney H. L. Buckley, City Attorney 
W. A. Anderson and Bpecial counsel Grove 
L. Johnson appeared, and for the defense 
C. T. Jones. Mr. Johnson and Mr. Jones 
argued the point elaborately, and the ob­ 
jection was sustained by Judge S. C. Den. 
eon. On that as the leading point the 
defendant went to the Supreme Court. 
That tribunal has affirmed the judgment of 
conviction, holds the position of the prose, 
cution to be sound, and sustains the ruling 
of the Judge. At the time of the trial 
the R e c o rd U n io n remarked upon the 
verdict of gnilty in connection with the 
ruling : “ This is a very remarkable out­ 
come, for it is opposed to a long line of 
verdicts, in which juries have acquitted 
murderers in utter defiance of the law, 
and have thns so demoralized many Judges 
as to make them think that the plea of 
seduction was somehow admissible nnder 
the law. In the Hurtado case the 
ruling of the Court put this ques­ 
tion straight at the beginning. Grove L. 
Johnson, who prosecuted, has certainly 
won a decided triumph in this case, for it 
must be admitted that all the probabilities 
seemed against him, and that the jury 
would have ample precedent for acquitting 
the prisoner. It is to be hoped the Su­ 
preme Court will make a strong and clear 
ruling upon this important point. It is 
certainly time it was settled,” etc. Addi­ 
tional and very able counsel appeared for 
the defendant in the Supreme Court with 
Mr. Jones, and Mr. Johnson appeared for 
the prosecution. An exhaustive argument 
of the question and a review of all the 
cases was had. It may, therefore, now be 
fairly claimed that the Hurtado case takes 
rank as a leading one, and that a departure 
in criminal jurisprudence has been made, 
at least from the line of American prece­ 
dents. We believe it is the first case, cer­ 
tainly the first in the United States, where 
proof tending to prove the adultery has 
not been admitted, save as a means of as­ 
certaining how far information of fact af­ 
fected the mind of the defendant. Judge 
DenBon charged : “ Neither the seduction 
of the defendants’ wife by the deceased, 
nor an adulterous intercourse between her 
and the deceased, will constitute an excuse 
or justification for hiB killing.” The Su­ 
preme Court now holds, as we understand 
it, that the fact of the truth of the infor­ 
mation was irrelevant, and to admit evi­ 
dence totally irrelevant because it might in 
some degree render more probable testi­ 
mony which is relevant, would be to open 
up the way to the trial of side issues ; in 
other words, the Court holds that the 
question of adultery is a side issue in such 
a case. As we nnderstand it this is op­ 
posed to the trend of the Sickles case, the 
McFarland-Richardson case, the Muybridge 
case, the Horace Smith case, the Schroder- 
Le Fevre case, and a long line of like cases. 
The whole matter amounts to this : The 
fact of adultery is not one of the justifica­ 
tions the law recognizes for taking human 
life. 


not a matter op sentiment. 
Some time ago the Portland Oregonian 
advocated the levying of a higher license 
rate upon the sale of liquors at retail than 
then prevailed in Portland, as the license 
fee was found to be out of all proportion 
to the extent ot the business and the num­ 
ber engaged in it. The Oregonian cited 
the well-known instances in which a fairly 
high license had worked well. All the 
better class of dealerB favored it, and the 
license was accordingly raised from about 
§60 to §200 a year. An effort was then 
made by some of the low saloons and dives 
that had to pay or close up, to punish the 
Oregonian, and a system of boycotting be­ 
gan. It proved a dismal failure. The 
Oregonian actually gained strength, and 
over cut .-.»*i the saloon men came to its 
aid at once. Now that paper proposes 
that the rate be increased to §400 or §000 
a year, in order to shut up the disreputable 
places, but says that any effort to place 
the license so high that public opinion will 
not Bupport it, it will not favor. It holds 
that the true policy which is everywhere 
being accepted as the best attainable eola­ 
tion of the liquor question is to raise the 
fee till the proper mean is reached between 
the consequence of low license or no license 
on the one hand, and the danger of 
surreptitious and illicit drink selling 
(through over-taxation) on the other. 
Boycotting failed with the Oregonian, as it 
will w<th all journals that are in the right 
and have the courage to speak their con­ 
victions. The Los Angeles Times declares 
for the high license system for that city, 
and the Virginia Enterprise is pronounced 
in its favor for that place. The Missouri 
Legislature has passed a high license bill 
applicable to the whole State, and very 
stringent, requiring bonds of security for 
peace and order to be filed. In Chicago, 
St. Louis, Indianapolis and New York, the 
most of the papers nrge it, and nowhere is 
it presented as a matter of sentiment, bnt 
as a business proposition. 
REASON AND JUSTICE. 
The New York Tribune believes that the 
hot-headed agitation against railroads has 
reached its limit, and that it is time to call 
a halt. It says : “ There are a good many 
people who believe that the one thing 
needtul is to subject the railroads to some 
form of legislative or other governmental 
restraint. The evils that have resulted 
from unrestricted competition or corporate 


mismanagement these people see through 
magnifying glasses of high power, while 
the benefits which have been secured for 
the oountry by the unrestricted growth and 
action of the railroads they do not see at 
all.” It then proceeds to analyze the anti­ 
railroad trumpet blowing by the Demo­ 
cratic party to the key pitched by Judge 
Black, and shows that it is but “ a political 
fetch,” and that the leaders slyly give it to 
be nndei stood the party can be trusted 
to behave with conservatism when once it 
attains power. It adds : “ Sensible citi­ 
zens know that the railroad system in this 
country is defective or faulty in many 
things, bnt they know also that it has con­ 
ferred incalculable benefits upon tbe peo­ 
ple. They know that the railroad system 
has nowhere been equally beneficial when 
it has been subjected to governmental re­ 
straint. They know that virtual confisca­ 
tion of property is not a remedy for any 
existing evil. 
Reasonable measures of 
regulation they might uphold, but the 
Democratic party will not propose each 
measures, for it could not hope by so doing 
to attract tbe support of tbe knaves or the 
lunatics. The mere demagogue is alwayB 
compelled to go far beyond the limits of 
reason or justice in order to get popular 
support.” It concludes that the railroad 
question may occasion a severe struggle. 
But justice and reason will prevail, becanse 
the people have reason and want justice. 
UNFORTUNATE KENTUCKY. 
The State of Kentucky has over a quar­ 
ter of a million of inhabitants who can 
neither read nor write. Its per cent, of 
illiteracy is so high that the good men of 
tne State have become ashamed, and have, 
headed by Governor Blackburn, called a 
lay educational convention for April 5th to 
consider the matter. It is not to be an 
assemblage of teachers, bnt of business 
men, manufacturers and mechanics ; pro­ 
fessional men, agriculturists and capital­ 
ists; a representative body of laymen, 
who will review the situation and advise 
the State what to do to reduce the mortify­ 
ing percentage. In Kentucky they pay 
teachers but §22 per month ; the average 
value of sixty per cent, of the school- 
honses is §78, and ISO,000 children do not 
attend school at all. Certainly it is time 
that so rich a State took steps to obliterate 
such a shameful record. The Courier-Jour­ 
nal of Louisville says : " The men whs 
are moving in this matter mean to hold 
something besides a convention of talking- 
machines and bombast. They mean busi­ 
ness —a strong and definite programme ; 
persistent agitation ; intelligent agitation 
and tangible and beneficial resolta.” Ken­ 
tucky has taken too much pride in her 
“ Bourbon ” and her bine grass stock, and 
too little in her children. Let us snggeBt 
that the first thing to do is to supplant the 
§22-order of teachers. There can be no 
good work had from poor workmen, and 
none but poor workmen are forced to such 
a pitiful wage. 


DIVIDED COUNSELS. 
The Democratic wise men are kept busy 
in considering what position to advise the 
party to take in 1SS4 on the tariff ques­ 
tion. The general opinion among the 
would-be leaders is that the party had 
better straddle the fence. To this the 
Charleston News and Courier hotly ob­ 
jects. It says the best chance for the 
organization lio» in a tquare fight, with the 
battle-cry “ A tariff for revenue only.” It 
admits that it would lose thousands of 
votes to the party in Pennsylvania and 
New England, but believes that it would 
gain two “ West ” for every one it loses. 
Tüe truth is the party cares very little 
about the country, and this division in the 
councils exemplifies the fact that party 
safety is the chief consideration with the 
leaders. 
A MODEL STATE. 
Tennessee repudiated in large part her 
honest debts. She had cot the conrage to 
say to her creditors, “ I am unfortunate, 
but willing to pay, and will pay, and you 
shall lose nothing by me if you will be 
patient. ” Her State Treasurer, affected by 
the contagion of repudiation, stole §400,000 
from the strong box and fled. Now this 
same State has just passed a law pension- 
ioning all rebel soldiers who received cer­ 
tain wounds in the late war. Here, then, 
is a State too poor to maintain its credit 
and keep faith with the world, but rich 
enough to establish a pension system of its 
own. 


The Cnurier-Joumal of Louisville refers to tbe 
R k co rd U nion San Francisco correspondent’s ac­ 
count of a ladies' ridi g party, and the attempt to 
move tbe cavalcade in certain military order, and 
the disastrous result that followed, in which a young 
lady from Kentucky was landed, head down, on the 
ground. The Journal 9ays Kentucky girls usually 
ride well, but are not in the habit of performing 
military maneuvers on horseback. Probably that is 
so, and while they are poesibly better horsewomen 
than our California maidens, there Is one thing the 
latter can lo and put the Kentucky girls to the 
blush—read and write;’for it is shown that about 
125,000 of the sex in tbe Ruurbon State do not 
know their A R C’s. 


The Raltimore Day expresses the hope that be­ 
fore many years technical or trade schools will be 
established as adjuncts of the public schools in 
every city. “ The wit of man," it says, ” could 
scarcely have devised a worse method of learning 
anything than that which is embodied in our pres­ 
ent 8) stern of apprenticeship. It is at best but a 
poor substitute for none at all. It is, as it were, an 
awkward bundle of old laws and still older notions, 
and is as much out of place in our new civilization 
as a distaff and spindle would be in a New England 
cotton mill.’’ 
This year Rev. Henry Ward Reecher held, in 
Plymouth Church, Good Friday semcei. He said 
such an innovation was entirely new in Congrega­ 
tionalism, but he thought there were many thing* 
the churches of New England had discarded that 
might well be recalled.

PROFESSOR NORTON’S LECTURE. 
A Highly Interesting Presentation of the 
“History ot a Dead World.” 
A very large and appreciative audience 
greeted Professor Norton at the Sixth-Btreet 
M. E. Church last evening, when he gave, 
under the auspices of the Chautauqua Literary 
and Social Circle, his lecture upon “ The 
History of a Dead World.” This is one of 
Mr. Norton’s best lectnres, and is filled with 
most intense interest from the beginning to 
its close. The method of treatment of his 
subject as to the present condition of the 
moon, with its past, lutnre, etc., is pecu­ 
liarly bis own, and moet successful. 
The lecture was a study and illustration of 
those phenomena which seem to teach the 
nebular hypothesis of creatior. AU the suc­ 
cessive phases of this development, including 
the nebulie, stars and s u d , planets, and finally 
the moon, the “dead world,” were Ulustrated 
and described. It is impossible to repirt in 
full a lecture so extended, but we append a 
description of one lunar day, which occurred 
near the close of the discourse : 
ONE LUNAR DAT. 
Let us, in fancy, take such a journey as per­ 
haps tbe emancipated soul may take, across the 
abysses of space. We must leave our bodies 
benind us, and go forth on the voyage as un­ 
clothed spirits go. We swiftly traverse the 
void and take our place in the center of the 
moon’s visible hemisphere in tbe depth of the 
lunar midnight. We are cot wrapped in 
complete darkness ; a silvery earth-light il­ 
luminates such a landscape as Dante might 
have added to his pictures of the In­ 
ferno. We are camped upon a rugged 
plain 
of 
glassy basalt and scoria. 
To the westward, the prodigious vol­ 
canic mass of Copernicus rises twelve 
thousand feet above us, and to the northward 
the view is bounded by the great wall of the 
Apennines, rising to Andean bights. They are 
not forest-clothed or snow-crowned. We see 
only basaltic needles and columns, and 
enormous vertical precipices of glassy obsi­ 
dian, standing unchanged and immovable 
from age to age—for here is no wind nor rain, 
nor any active agency capable of disturbing 
the deathly stillness and repose. No stream 
gnaws at the base of the tremendous preci­ 
pices ; no clond rests upon their summits ; 
NO SOUND EVER REVERBERATES 
From mountain to mountain. Under our 
feet the floor of lava seems to rest upon in­ 
secure foundations. Vast chasms and crev­ 
ices, of inconceivable depth and filled with a 
mysterious darkness, traverse the plain. We 
seem to be lost spirits—sole survivors of some 
awful doom, dwelling’ upon the burnt-out 
cinders of a floating planetary hell, now 
dead and frozen to its heart. 
We look upward and -see a fairer vision— 
one of planetary life. In the center of tli> 
black dome above us, unchanging in its place 
except as it Bways imperceptibly northward 
and southward in a slight vibration, we see, as 
vast and bright as fifteen full moons, onr 
familiar earth. Aronnd its equator the great 
cloud-ring is revealed as a zone of dazzling 
whiteness; and cloud-masses are floating 
everywhere, yet not wholly concealing the 
well-known outlines of the continente. The 
earth has no secret to hide from us, as the 
moon bides one of its hemispheres from the 
earth. As we look upward we perceive a 
steady rotation, the continents marching 
past in panoramic succession. As Asia van­ 
ishes upon tbe eastern rim, America rises 
upon the western ; the polar ice-caps shine 
with a splendid white light. The earth re­ 
mains fixed in ohr zenith, but the starB march 
past it in an endless flow. The milky way, 
the constellations of tbe zodiac, the planets 
in their order, all sweep by or are hidden for 
a little while behind the great white orb, 
which seems to take no part in the endless 
procession of the universe; it whirls swiftly 
and visibly on its axis, but never changes its 
place. Bnt for its slight pendulum swing, 
it is FIXED IMMOVABLY IN MID-HEAVEN. 
It was well that we left our bodies hidden 
under the warm, white atmoaphere of tbe 
earth; the great planet above us has com­ 
pleted more than seven revolutions since the 
sunlight shone upon our resting-place, aud 
around us is deadly, terrible cold, almost the 
inconceivable, absolute zero of tbe inter­ 
planetary spaces. 
The long night slowly wanes as we keep 
onr strange watcb. It was lightest at the 
lunar midnight, for a black shadow is slowly 
creeping across the earth’s splendid white 
disk. It was a perfect sphere when we first 
looked upon it, but now it has cimpleted 
seven revolutions, and is but a hemisphere ; 
half of it has been swallowed by blackness. 
It is darkest just before the dawn ; but now 
a change is coming. There is no dawn 
light in the sky, hut the tremendous spires cf 
the Apennines begin to glitter with an intense 
bluish-white splendor. The moon’s morning 
is at hand. There is no pomp of preparation, 
such as we saw on earth : no chariot of Apollo 
wrapped in gold and crimson clouds, no Au­ 
rora opening the gates of day; the glaring 
blue light is strangely contrasted with the 
utter blackness of the shadow. Slowly the 
day gains udoo the night, as the illumination 
creeps downward toward the mountain bases. 
Suddenly the rim of the san rises above tbe 
eastern horizon ; without a moment's prepar­ 
ation, or any gradual transition, we pass from 
the depths of midnight to the light of the 
lunar day. The deadly desolation of the 
landscape is now folly revealed. We see only 
volcanic ruins, ashes, scoria, hardened lava- 
flows, the chimneys of burnt out craterf. Not 
a cloud floats in the heavens ; not a water- 
drop or blade of grass exists upon tbe plain. 
There is no atmospheric persp ctive, no blue 
veil of air biding and softening tbe distant 
outlines ; tbe hollow coDea upon the farthest 
horizon reveal features as sbarp and clear as 
those of the great mountain at whose teet we 
stand. The sun shines with a destroying 
brightness, and the rocks beneath us begin to 
feel its power, and 
GLOW WITH FERVENT HEAT. 
We look upward, not upon a vault of ten­ 
der blue, but upon a black abyse, crowded 
with stsrs, as in tbe-lunar midnight. The 
earth still hangs from the center of the black 
dome, but it has waned to a hollow cadent, 
and as the sun glides past its light for a little 
while utterly goes out, but soon begins to 
kindle again and grow, as tbe sun links 
toward the west. The earth has made four­ 
teen revolutions since the long day began, 
and d o w the sun seems to rest upon the 
southern elope of Copernicus. The valley is 
a fu nace, seven times heated ; tbe rucks are 
luminous wlt|i a dull red glow. But now the 
sun goes down suddenly, without a twilight; 
the earth, immovable in mid-heaven, is now a 
hemisphere of soft, splendid whiteness; 
the fiery light climbs the slopes cf the 
Apennines, and dies upon their highest 
crest; the glowing heat of the rocks swiftly 
radiates into space ; as the cold gains in in­ 
tensity tbe earth-light brightens, till our 
borne orb is once more the peifect sphere of 
the lunar midnight. Since we pitched our 
camp a period equal to twenty-nine and a 
half earthly days has passed, and the evening 
and the morning are one day of the dead 
world. 
We aUo append a poetical translation frcm 
the German, with which the lecture closed. 
We do this because we know that many of 
onr readers will be glad to preserve this mar­ 
velous piece of word-painting. The lectorer 
said, in preface to its delivery ; 
Many years ago, when bnt a boy of 10 
years, I found in tbe pages of some annual a 
fragment from the writings of Jean Paul 
Richter, which impressed itself very power­ 
fully upon my imagination and memory, so 
that I have never since forgotten it. Years 
afterward. Professor Proctor came to this 
country and quoted the same extract; but 
because “ a thing of beauty is a j ly forever,” 
and none the worse for being often repeated, 
I wifi recite it here, and so close. I have not 
compared my recollection of it with any au­ 
thentic translation, but will give it as it re­ 
mains in my memory. It is entitled 
“ A FLIGHT THROUGH SPACE.” 
God called up in dreams a man into tbe 
vestibule of heaven, and said unto him, 
“ Come np hither, and I will show tbee tbe 
glory of my house.” And to the angels that 
stood around the throne he said, “ Take him, 
and undress him of his robes of flesh ; cleanse 
his vision, and put new breath into his nos­ 
trils ; only touch not with any charge his hu­ 
man heart, the heart that weeps and trem­ 
bles.” It was done; and, with a noizhty an­ 
gel for his guide, the man stood ready tor his 
infinite voyage ; and at once from the terracés 
of beaver, without sound or farewell, they 
wheeled away into infinite Bpace. 
Sometimes, with the solemn flight of an­ 
gels’ wings, they sped through iSahsrse of 
darkness, through wildernesses of death, that 
divided the worlds of life; anon they swept 
ever frontier* that eeemed quickening under 
prophetic motions from God. Tbeo, from a 
distance that may be counted only in heaven, 
Ugbt dawned npon them for a time as through 
a sleeping film ; by unutterable pace the light 
swept to them, they by unutterable pace to 
the light. And in a moment the rushing of 
planeta was upon them ; the blazing of suns 
was aronnd them.

On 
the right hand and on t the ^ left towered 
mighty constellations, ruing in archways, 
architraves and gates. Above were BtairB 
that scaled the immensities below; above 
was below, below was above, to the man 
stript of gravitating body ; depth was bwal­ 
lowed up in highth insurmountable; highth 
was swallowed up in depth unfathomable 
And suddenly, as thns they rode from infi­ 
nite to infinite, as thus they tilted over abys­ 
mal worlds, a mighty cry arose that sys­ 
tems more mysterious, that worlds more bil­ 
lowy, that universes more shadowy, were 
nearing, were approaching, were at band. 
Then the man sighed and Btopped, shuddered 
and wept. Hie overburdened heart relieved 
itself in tears, and he said, “ Angel I can go 
no farther, for the spirit of man acheth with 
this immensity. Insufferable is the glory_ of 
God. Let me lie down in my grave, and hide 
me in the dust from the persecution of the 
Infinite, for end, I see, there is none.” “ End 
is there none ?” the aDgel solemnly demand­ 
ed ; “ is there indeed no end ? and is this the 
sorroiv for which you die?” But there was 
no answer given, that the angel might answer 
for himself. And be lifted np his glorious 
hands unto the Heaven of Heavens, aDd from 
all the choiring stars that stood aronnd there 
issued a choral voice exclaiming, “ End is 
there none to the Universe of God ! Lt, also 
there is no beginning ! ”

T h e C o lo r o f P u re W a te r —Simple 
as such a thing may appear to be, it has 
nevertheless been found very difficult to 
determine the color of pure wattr, or at 
least scientists differ quite widely in their 
estimates. A special effort has recently 
been made by Herr Victor Meyer to settle 
this question, and he has found that it is 
a shade between blue and green. Taking 
two glass tubes 40 millimeters in diameter 
and about 1 5 meters in length, he con­ 
nected them by means of rubber tnbing, 
forming a tube about 7i meters long. Both 
ends of this tube are fixed in glass plates 
and fitted with metal sockets, which are 
provided with brasB nozzles for filling the 
tube. 
All being arranged, the tube is 
placed in a perfectly horizontal position 
and covered with a black cloth. Upon 
looking through the empty tnbe, the field 
of vision appears colorless, as the cloth and 
the metal sockets prevent the glass from 
exerting any influence. As soon, however, 
as the tube is filled with distilled water, an 
intense bluish-green color is observed.— 
[Scientific Press. 
A R o y a l B aby.—The young Infanta of 
Spain has two wet-nurses, who relieve 
each other in their ardnons duties. They 
are magnificent young women, who were 
selected by the Cardinal Primate of Spain, 
or rather received his recommendation for 
their exemplary conduct. They are clad 
in ruby-colored velvet, embroidered with 
silver, and wear costly white lace veils. 
The little Infanta cried several times dur­ 
ing the christening ceremony. She was 
christened Maria Teresa Isabel Patrocinia 
Diega. She is a pretty child, with fair 
hair and blue eyes. After the ceremonial 
the young Infanta’s ears were pierced by 
her mother’s Austrian medical attendant. 
This is an ancient custom of the Spanish 
Bourbons ; even the Princes in Spain have 
their ears pierced, it being considered ben­ 
eficial for the sight to have blood drawn 
very early. This is, in fact, the first bap. 
tism of blood.—[Modem Age.

WHAT THE FATEHS ARB TALKING 
ABOUT. 
The Stockton Independent thinks “ there 
was a miscarriage of justice in the case of 
WattB, the brutal mate of the ship Gath­ 
erer.” 
The Walla Walla Union examines the 
Nebraska high license law, approves of it, 
and says: “ In practice the high license 
plan has been found to work admirably, 
and to produce all the results claimed by 
its advocates.” 
The Farmers' Journal remarks that 
“ official honesty and virtue at present is 
at a very low ebb. Defalcation is the rale 
in office at the present time, rather than 
the exception, and it has almost become 
legitimized by common consent.” . 
The Oregonian says : “ It must have oc­ 
curred very often to every observer that 
the use of disinfectants, as frequently em­ 
ployed to destroy the germs of disease, can 
really be little more than the substitution 
of one odor for another, so as to make the 
place les$ disagreeable than before to the 
sense of Bmell.” 
The Merced Star says the Democratic 
press is to be congratulated on vigorous 
denunciation of the foes of its own house­ 
hold, and adds : “ When in the future the 
Democracy has legislative offices to give, 
let us hope that it will be giveD to those 
who are in some way patriotically identi­ 
fied with the best interests of the State,” 
The Red Bluff Sentinel remarks npon the 
increase of secret political societies in Eu­ 
rope, and adds : “ The movement seems to 
be not only widespread, bat skillfully man­ 
aged under some intelligent and powerful 
central influence, and there can be little 
doubt that it has at its command hidden 
bnt formidable forces, capable of giving 
daDgerous activity to the elements of polit­ 
ical convulsion.” 
The Petalnma Courier favors a high 
license law for that city, saying : “ It is 
our candid opinion that a good license law, 
backed by a sound public sentiment, will 
be productive of the best results. It would 
shut out the low dead-falls and traps. 
With such a law, and proper securities as 
to the business and a healthy public senti­ 
ment. a drunken man on onr streets would 
be of rare occurrence.” 
The Los Angeles Commercial believes 
that it was not due to any particular excel­ 
lence of former Democratic rule, nor the 
soundness of the principles of the party, 
“ but the widespread disaffection in the 
Republican ranks, which caused the sweep­ 
ing defeat at the last election. The causes 
which produced the overthrow were almost 
the same everywhere thronghout the coun­ 
try, but in some places they were of differ­ 
ent shades of intensity.” 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
Crop reports are promising all over Utah 
Territory. 
Wild oats are of great annoyance to the 
Yamhill (Or.) farmers. 
Rich placer diggings are reported on the 
Missoula river in Montana Territory. 
W ater will be turned into the “ 76 ” 
canal, in Fresno county, about the middle 
of April. 
The extension of Portland’s city limits 
g iv eB the municipal treasury §26,000 ad­ 
ditional revenue from taxes this year. 
The Skagit, W. T., coal mines, on the 
Skagit river, have been thoroughly pros­ 
pected, and are now valued at §500,000. 
A wrestling match at Byron, between G. 
A. Fellows, of Contra Costa county, and 
R. E. Grover, of Illinois, for §100 a side, 
was won by Fellows in two straight falls 
Thursday night. 
Feather river baa been on a slight boom 
this week. During Tuesday night it raised 
so rapidly a number of hogs on the Ord 
ranch were caught on low lands and 
drowned. Fifteen head were lost in this 
way. 
The Portland Water Company has ar­ 
ranged to increase the capacity of its 
works by the addition of a new *20 000,- 
OOO gallon reservoir and five miles of new 
mains. The improvements are to cost 
§500,000. 
It is now almost an assured fact that the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company will 
build a road from Vacaville through Ber- 
ryessa valley into Lake county. Lakeport, 
the county seat, is to be the terminus, says 
the Woodland Democrat. 
Governor Stanford’s great vineyard at 
Vina, in Tehnma county, is probably the 
largest in the world in single ownership. 
It now has 3 500 acres in vines, while the 
farm has 000 aerea in alfalfa, besides other 
crops of a large stock farm. 
A big oak tree was felled the other day 
on the Dr. Wilkins ranch, twelve miles 
west oh Marysville. The trunk of the 
tree measured eight feet in diameter and 
was about twenty-four feet in circumfer­ 
ence. 
It made twenty-three cords of 
wood. 
The Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company is considering the Advisability of 
decreasing steamer time between the 
Sound points and Alaska. 
It is proposed 
to make the round trip in fifteen days. 
Large steamers will be put on during the 
summer months for the accommodation of 
excursionists.

He took 
in the situation at a glance and promptly 
closed the door. A squad of men was got 
together. Armed witn olnbs, they entered 
and made war on the game. Two hundred 
ducks were killed when the conflict ter­ 
minated. 


Jo sep h C ook on S u ffra g e — In the 
prelude to hia last lecture Joseph Cook 
gave some stronz arguments in favor of 
limited female suffrage, such as is now per­ 
mitted in many States. “ This is a cause,” 
he said, “ in which the whole world is in­ 
terested. I have looked on this subject 
from the other side of the sea, and in 
speaking of it here, I have in mind Mel­ 
bourne, Sydney, Calcutta, Bombay, Paris 
and London, and the mnltitnde of munici­ 
palities which are drifting into the same 
Haneers which threaten our great cities. 
The right management of great towns will 
be an aoaorbtng question as suffrage broad­ 
ens into the twentieth century. Let Amer­ 
ica remember that on this topic her respon­ 
sibilities are world.wide. In view of the 
growth of representative institutions on 
the earth, in view of the massing of men 
in cities, in view of the general elevation 
of women’s condition in Asia, in view of 
her enlarging industrial and educational 
snd legal rights in Europe and America, 
who dares predict that a century hence 
there will not be something in our im- 
mensejy misgoverned cities like limited 
municipal suffrage for women ? I believe 
that this reform is coming, and that it will 
come to stay. God grant that onr fashion­ 
able society may have the wisdom to ride 
in the chariot, and not be dragged behind 
i;s wheels.” 


M a c h in e ry S te e l —The American Ma­ 
chinist says that machinery steel is not 
easily welded sometimes, and the following 
plan, which was hit npon after experiment, 
proved successful: A good heat was taken’ 
the two bars placed together and lightly 
tapped to stick them fast. The weld was 
then put in the fire again, a good heat 
given, and the scarf thoroughly hammered.

T h e C i t t T a x C a se s.—The casa known 
as The People vs. M. Rigney, wherein the 
question of the power of the city to levy more 
than one per cent, tax was to be determined, 
has just been decided by the Supreme Court, 
In the Superior Court in this couDty a de­ 
m urrer was filed by the defendant, stating 
th at the C ity Trustees had no authority to 
levy more than one per cent,; th at they had 
power to levy taxes for sch o o l purposes; 
and that the levy made under special Acts of 
the Legislature, outside of the charter, for 
the fire departm ent fund, levee fund, police 
fnnd, Fowle bond redemption fund and li­ 
brary fund were each and all illegal and void. 
This demurrer was formally sustained in 
the 
Superior 
Court, 
and 
the 
case 
went 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
upon 
an appeal from this uecision. 
The decision 
of the Supreme Court is short, and in these 
w ords: “ W e are of opinion th at under the 
charter of the city of Sacramento and the 
subsequent Acts of the Legislature for the 
levy of the respective taxes therein named, 
the Trustees of the city had authority to 
make the tax levy in controversy. 
The 
several Acts subsequent to the original char­ 
ter gave aulhority for the levy and collection 
of taxes in addition to those specified in Buch 
original charter, and constituted an enlarge­ 
ment of the taxable power conferred by the 
charter. 
The judgm ent is therefore reversed 
and the case remanded to the Superior Court 
of Sacramento county, with instructions to 
overrule the dem urrer.”

Doubtless they would be more 
amused than annoyed by such persecution, 
and would welcome such an advertisement, 
while the only probable result to the so­ 
ciety is the ridiculous failure of its action. 
"We have no sympathy with infidelity or 
atheism, but we do not wish to see pro­ 
fessed Christians recklessly defy the dic­ 
tates of common sense.—[Congregationalism 
To charge licentiousness on Protestant­ 
ism, as Dr. Dix does, is to ignore the well- 
known statistics of morals. 
Unchastity is 
the common sin of Roman Catholic France 
and Italy, while chastity is the national 
virtue of Protestant Germany and En- 
f 
land. 
On the other hand, Puritan New 
Ingland appears to be rapidly degenerating 
in morals, while the Roman Catholic pop­ 
ulation of America appear to be chaste and 
to preserve inviolate the family relation. 
Neither Church can cast a first stone at 
the other in this matter. 
The doctrine 
that marriage is a civil contract is a natural 
but groBS reaction from the sacramentarían 
theory of the middle ages. 
It is indeed a 
divine 
ordinance, 
and equally divine 
whether the marriage ceremony be per­ 
formed by a bishop, by a Justice of the 
Peace, or by the parties themselves. 
If, 
instead of attempting to get us all into the 
Holy Catholic Church, Dr. Dix would in­ 
augurate a movement—moral, religious, 


but non-ecclesiastical, founded on the 
Bible bnt not on church decrees—to 
repeal 
the laws 
for 
the 
promotion 
of licentiousness euphemistically called 
“ divorce laws,” he would find ready to 
follow him enough men of all faiths and 
forms and creeds to give some eventful 
hope of success.—[Christian Union.

Among th e Children In Palestine. 
Here come some little Bedonin gypsy 
children, says a teacher in the American 
school for girls at Bayront, in Palestine. 
One is laughing at my hat. 
He never saw 
one before, and he calls me “ Abn Suttle,” 
the “ father of a pail,” and wonders why I 
carry a pail on my head. 
The people here, he continnes, love to 
use the word Abu, father, or Im, mother. 
They call a mosquito Abu Fas, “ father of 
an ax.” The centipede is Im Arha wa 
Arb-ain, “ the mother of forty-four legs.” 
The Arabic poet Hariri calls a Table 
“ the Father of A sse m b lin g Bread, “ the 
Father of Pleasantness;” Pie, “ the Mother 
of Joyfulness;” Salt, “ the Father of 
Help;” Soap, “ the Father of Softness.” 
Death íb called by the Arab poets “ the 
Father of the Living,” because all the liv­ 
ing are subject to him. 
You would have been amused to see 
some girls when they first reached Bey- 
rout Female Seminary. They walked bare­ 
foot from Safita down to Tripoli, about 
forty miles, and then they were taken by 
ancle S 
on to Beyrout. 
He bought 
shoes for them, and hired two little don­ 
keys for them to ride ; bnt they preferred 
to walk part of the way, and would carry 
their shoes in their hands, and run along 
the sandy beach in the surf, far ahead of 
the animals. 
The girls were almost bewildered at the 
sights and scenes. Soon we met a carriage, 
and they were so frightened that they 
turned pale, and their donkeys were almost 
paralyzed with fear. One of the little girls, 
when asked if she knew what it was, said 
it was a mill walking. 
- 
The first few days in school they were so 
homesick for Safita that they ran away 
several times. 
They could not bear to be 
washed and combed, and Bent to the 
Turkish bath, but wanted to go out among 
the goats and calves and donkeys. 
One 
night they went to their room and cried 
aloud. 
Rufka, the teacher, asked them 
what they wanted. 
They said, pointing to 
the white beds : 
“ We don’t like these 
white things to sleep on. 
We don’t want 
to stay here. There are no calves and don­ 
keys, and the room is so light and cold !” 
The people in Safita think that the cattle 
help to keep the room warm. 
In the day­ 
time they complain of being tired of sitting 
on seats to study, and wish to stand np 
and rest. 
The native boys there have great sport 
catching scorpions in the stone walls. 
They pnt a little wax on a stick and thrust 
it into the holes in the wall, and the scor­ 
pions run their claws into the wax, when 
th e y are easily d raw n out, and th e boys 
like to play with them. 
Toe sting of the 
scorpion is not deadly, but it is very pain­ 
ful—Bomethiog like being stung by half a 
dozen hornetB.

P a v in g a R iv e r B ottom.— A peculiar 
piece of engineering has been completed at 
Lake Charles, on the line of the Louisiana 
Western Railroad, of 
great interest to 
railroad officials of the Gulf-coast country— 
namely, the paving with concrete of the 
bottom of Calcasieu river around the piers 
which support the railroad bridge. 
The 
bed of the streams emptying into the Gulf 
contiguous to their continence is mud, clay, 
or quicksand. 
Daring high water the 
currents are rapid, and the yielding mate­ 
rial is ever changing. To prevent a change 
of bed, and to protect the piers from wash, 
this system of paving has proved success­ 
ful. 
The method of performance is to 
properly mix dry concrete, take coarse 
sacks, holding each one bnshel and a half, 
fill the same therewith, and, with the aid 
of an experienced diver, place them where 
wanted in layers, lapping the edge of each 
successive sack over the preceding one. As 
soon as the submerged sack is saturated, 
the process 
of concreting commences. 
Within twenty-four hours it becomes soffi 
ciently hard to resist ordinary wash, and 
within thirty days is a solid rock. 
The 
joints or laps between the sacks on the 
periphery are beneficial, as whenever the 
bed of the stream at the point of contact 
washes away, the outer sacks becoming un­ 
supported will break loose at the joints 
and drop, forming a material rip. rap that 
will prevent further encroachment. 
The 
piers of the railroad bridges crossing the 
Sabine river near Orange, and the Neches 
river at Beaumont, Texas, have likewise 
been protected by this concrete paving 
process.

From the earliest times recorded in his* 
tory, the moon has attracted the attention 
of men almost as much as the snn has. 
Philosophers have written of it, poets name 
it in song, and lovers of all ages cling to it 
as though they owned it. 
Magicians have 
conjured with it, and men have had so great 
faith in its power and influence that it bas 
been a sort of “ refuge in distress.” 
And 
astronomers, who may be supposed to have 
the care of it, have been not a little per­ 
plexed to teach it to keep its place and 
comport itself as it should. 
Both in an­ 
cient and in modern times it has, by its 
eclipses, furnished food for thought and for 
superstition, to the savage aud civilized 
alike ; and if the true state of the caae has 
been w ritten up in these “ Notes,” faith in 
its power has not been materially affected 
by the lapse of ages. 
Herein is the way it 
has perplexed astronomers. 
Ancient his­ 
torians have mentioned eclipses both of the 
sun and of the moon, giving pretty clearly 
in several capes the time of the eclip«e— 
the year and the hour of the day. 
Men 
have computed backwards, if we may so 
call it, and have foncd that with the moon’s 
present rate of motion it wonld not be in 
the position given by the historians. 
And 
the question comes, “ Why not ?” 
The 
only way ont of the difficulty seemed to be 
to Bay that the moon now travels faster 
than it did then. 
It so does. 
But it was 
no easy task to explain why ; some called 
it “ a reproach to astronomy,” until La 
Place showed the cause. 
The quickening 
of the moon’s pace is due to the change in 
the shape of the earth’s orbit, caused by 
the disturbing action of the planets. 
The 
more elongated the earth’s orbit the more 
the Ban pulls the moon sway from the 
earth ; the more nearly the orbit becomes 
to a circle, the less -the force with which 
the sun disturbs the moon. And for many 
thousand years past the earth’s orbit has 
been approaching the form of a circle, and 
will continue to do so for many thousand 
years to come. And all the while the moon 
keeps drawing nearer and nearer to the 
earth, and m ast necessarily move faster or 
fall down. 
For fifty years astronomers 
were content with La Place’s explanation. 
But in 1853 Mr. Adams, of England, pub­ 
lished a paper claiming that a part of the 
discrepancy in the calculated and the ob­ 
served position of the moon was due to a 
slowing up of the earth’s revolution on its 
arcs ; in fine, that the day is growing 
longer than it was, and therefore the moon 
seemed to be further east tban it should be, ' 
and that the cause of this slower motion 
was the brake-like action of the tides. 
A 
few years later Mr. Stock well, of Cleve­ 
land, showed that Mr. Adams had omitted 
some terms in his ca/culation, and thereby 
vitiated his work, so th at the conclusion 
was not allowable from Xhat computation, 
and the question w si left in its original 
state. 
Previous tables of the moon would 
give its place pretty accurately for sixty or 
eighty years ; the longer the time the greater 
the error. 
Unthinking persons at different 
times have therefore declared th at the law 
of gravity is not true, and occasionally 
■orne one disputes the mathematical dem­ 
onstration of other propositions, with the 
same result as when one runs amuck against 
the old multiplication table. 
The moon is 
small, is disturbed by the sun, is disturbed 
by the mass of m atter about the equator ; 
in tine, it is disturbed by everything that 
can get hold of it, bat not all the disturb­ 
ances—technically called perturbations— 
have yet been reduced to figures, and so 
the errors accumulate little by little. 
The 
most thorough investigation of the histori­ 
cal side of the question known to me, 
is that by Professor Newcomb, of the 
United StateB Navy. 
The work was print­ 
ed in 1878 at the Government offices in 
Washington City. 
Persons 
acquainted 
with questions of this sort know that it is 
ntterly impossible to compote the actual 
retarding influence of the tides on the 
earth’s motion. 
If ever it is ascertained 
it will be by observation—not by com­ 
putation. 
This, 
then, 
is the present 
state of the question : The moon now per­ 
forms its revolution round the earth in less 
time than in past ages. 
A part of this is 
due to a change in the form of the earth’s 
orbit, aud a part to the retarding actien of 
the tides, but the exact amount attributa­ 
ble to each has not yet b-en fixed. 
It is 
also probable, from the extreme intricacy 
of the question on one side, and the im­ 
possibility of a solution in regard to the 
other, that astronomers will have to con­ 
tent themselves with approximations more 
or less accurate, and correct the tables, 
when the errors become too large to disre­ 
gard.—[R. W . M., in Commercial Gazette. 


VISITS OF THE LIVING TO THE DEAD. 


In 1054 the coffins containing the bodies 
of Charles V. and his descendants were re­ 
moved from the vault in front of the high 
altar in the church of the Escorial to their 
final resting place in the Pantheon. 
“ As 
the body of Charles V. was placed in his 
marble sarcophagus,” writes Sir W. Stirl­ 
ing Maxwell (Cloister Life of Charles V., 
1S53, p. 279), “ the coverings were re­ 
moved to euable Philip IV. to come face to 
face with his great ancestor. 
The corpse 
was found to be quite entire, and even 
some sprigs of sweet thyme, folded in the 
winding sheet, retained, said the friars, all 
their vernal fragrance after the lapse of 
fonr-score winters.” 
But once more the resolute countenance 
of the victor of Muhlberg was to be seeD by a 
degenerate successor. 
Toward the end of 
the eighteenth century, Charles III., of 
Spain, at the request of tne author of 
“ Yathek,” ordered the marble sarcopha­ 
gus which contained the body of the fa­ 
mous Emperor of the W est to be removed 
from its niche and the lil to be raised. 
The features, so well known from the por­ 
traits by Titiao, were still unchanged, and 
the wild thyme, gathered in the Vera of 
Plasencia by the Jercmite friars, more than 
two centuries before, was fresh and sweet. 
In 1S13, while a passage was being con­ 
structed under the choir of St. George’s 
Chapel, W indsor, an aperture was acci­ 
dentally made in one of the walls of 
Henry V III. 's vault. 
Three coffins were 
seen, and it wss supposed that one of them 
might hold the remains of Charles I. The 
vault was examined in the presence of 
George IV . and other distinguished per­ 
sons, among whom was Sir Henry Halford, 
and to the work published by him (An 
Account of the Opening of the Coffin of 
Cbarles I , 4to., 1813) I am indebted for 
the details of the interesting incident. On 
opening the coffin supposed to contain the 
remains of the unfortunate monarch, the 
body was found wrapped in cere-cloth, and 
the damp folds about the face adhered so 
closely that on being detached it was found 
to retain an impress of the royal connte- 
4nee—a circumstance which to ardent loy­ 
alists would doubtless recall the legend of 
St. Veronica. 
The head was found to be 
separated from the body, and the black 
hair of the head was cut short at the neck, 
to facilitate the headman’s task. 
But no 
circumstantial evidence was required to 
prove that the remains of Charles I. hsd 
at last been found. 
Tbe long oval face and 
the brown pointed beard, which tbe pencil 
of Vandyck has rendered so familiar to us, 
were at once recognized. 
When the face 
was first seen the left eye was full and 
open, but it vanished almost immediately 
on exposure to the air. After a short time, 
when the identity of the remains was 
placed beyond a doubt, the coffiu was 
closed and tbe vault was fastened up. 
Oae more interview with the dead must 
be told, though in this case the body had 
not been embalmed. 
Some years ago the 
family vault of the Stanhope family was, 
for some necessary reason, opened, and the 
lid of the coffin which contained the body- 
of the famous Earl, the author of the 
“ Letters,” was by accident removed. Tne 
skeleton was reclining on a white Batin 
coverlet, and the cranium propped up on a 
cushion of the same material with a courtly 
air of repose which was very remarkable, 
and which made a great impression on those 
who were present. 
I was not an eye w it­ 
ness of the event, but relate the occurrence 
as it was told me. 
It may be mentioned 
incidentally that the late Earl w as not orig­ 
inally buried in the family vault, bnt in the 
chnrch at Bretby,

E ng land’s D a n g er— A Storm G a t h­ 
e r in g .—There are five different things 
which I especially noticed in England. 
First, there are in that country false and 
wrongful politics, atnonarchy, a House of 
Lords, and a plutocracy ; secondly, there 
is a false and fatal state of industry in the 
country, with a ruthless competition in 
wages and a baneful-domination of capital; 
thirdly, there is a false and baneful social 
Bystem, beginning with a glittering, gaudy 
aristocracy at the top, and ending with a 
constantly sinking mass of what is called 
“ the dangerous population ;” fourthly, 
there is a distorted religion, in which stilted 
formal ties and the dolors of superstition 
are mingled ; and fifthly, there is a false 
and inequitable distribution of land and of 
wealth. I saw millions living there with­ 
out any rights in the Boil which they tilled, 
while the land was in the clutches of a 
handful of herditary aristocrats. 
The 
land question is becoming a matter of poli 
tics in England, and the questions are be 
ing asked, “ Are tbe herditary domains of 
the aristocracy to be confiscated ? Are the 
sacred rights of property to be violated, 
and are the flood gates of democracy to be 
opened ?” Grimly stand these questions 
in the sky of England. There is a young 
democracy rising in that country. I saw 
it in the extending trade unions, the Sun­ 
day meetings, and in certain Sunday news­ 
papers. I guess that time will plainly tell 
the meaning of these things before the end 
of this century, and that monarchy, aris­ 
tocracy and the Church will vanish in a 
whirlwind like that of 1G49 or 1792.—

A N ew F ir e A larm.—An automatic 
fire alarm apparatus, which embodies a 
number of new features, has just been in­ 
vented. The new system consists of ther­ 
mostats placed at frequent intervals, in 
various portions of the building which it is 
desired to protect, each room or division 
being connected by an electric circuit to its 
proper card upon an annunciator. The prin­ 
ciple upon which the instrument acts is the 
extreme sensitiveness to heat possessed by 
a certain liquid, a hydro-carbon, which 
will boil at intervals from 80° to 200J F., 
according to the nature of the locality to 
be protected. The apparatus is generally 
arranged, however, to give the alarm at 
118°. The bent tube of the thermostat 
contains this sensitive liquid, above a col­ 
umn of mercury. The. unusual heat causes 
the liquid to boil and push the mercury out 
of the tube. The latter falling to the bot­ 
tom of the thermostat, connects the wires 
isolated and completes the electric circuit, 
thus registering the alarm. This liquid re­ 
sponds to the action of heat about 3$ min­ 
utes sooner than mercury, and is much 
more accurate in its operation than the 
metal. Where hotels or other buildings 
are already provided with electric auuuu 
ciators, all that is necessary to be done is to 
connect the wires of the thermostat with 
the push button in the room.—[American 
Engineer.

A Loi K of Thad Stev en s’ H a ir —That 
genial fellow, John 
Thomas, of Balti­ 
more, tells this good story about the great 
commoner of Pennsylvania : W hen! was 
in Congress I used to be a frequenter of the 
room of old Thad Stevens. One day, while 
talking together, a visitor entered unex­ 
pectedly. She was a tall, raw-boned wom­ 
an, with ox-bow spectacles on the bridge of 
her nose, and a bulky green gingham um­ 
brella. She handed Mr. Stevens a card 
with the words, “ Abigail Meecham, Ken- 
nebunkport. Me.,” and said : “ Do I have 
tbe honor of beholding the Hon. Thaddeus 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania ?” Somewhat em­ 
barrassed, Mr. Stevens acknowledged his 
identity, and asked his visitor to be seated. 
“ Thank you, no,” was the reply ; “ but I 
wish to say, sir, that in my quiet home 
down East I have heard of your glorious 
efforts in behalf of the emancipated slave, 
of yonr heroic treatment of the Souther» 
question, and of your undying hostility to 
the enemies of my country, and I have 
traveled hither, sir, to ask the privilege of 
shaking yonr hand.” Sheshookit. “ Now, 
sir, I have one more favor to ask. It is a 
souvenir of this interview. I wish to take 
home with me, if I may be so bold as to 
ask it, a lock of the great commoner’s 
hair.” Old Thad was for a moment more 
embarrassed than I ever saw him before ; 
then he smiled faintly; he put his hand 
to his scalp-iock, and, lifting the brown wig 
bodily, laid it upon the table, leaving his 
pateas bald as a billiard ball. “ There is 
every hair on my head, madam: make 
your own choice cf a lock,”—[Philadelphia 


When the late Dean Stanley was in this 
country he spent an evening with Bishop 
Williams in Hartford. The conversation 
had turned to the subject of the French 
and Indian war, and the Dean displayed 
great knowlege concerning the history of 
those days. At length Ticonderoga was 
mentioned, and the Eoglishman asked: 
“ Did you ever hear, bishop, the story of 
DuDcau Campbell of Inveraugb? Well, 
there happened, shortly after the defeat of 
Edward the Pretender, to be a meeting of 
gentlemen in the west of Scotland, whose 
conversation turned npon political subj acts. 
It was dangerous ground, for part of them 
were in favor of the family of Han­ 
over, and the rest were partisans of Charles 
Smart. The discussion waxed hot, and at 
length s words were drawn. The quarrel 
was only ended when one of the contestants 
fell dead. There lived at that time, as 
they do to-day, near the place of the quar­ 
rel, the family of Campbells of In- 
veraugh. Duncan Campbell was tiren the 
head of the clan, and to him the unfor­ 
tunate man appealed for protection. With 
the usual hospitality of a Highlander the 
Campbell granted him shelter and swore to 
defend him in bis misfortune. The follow­ 
ing day the startling news came to the 
chief that the murdered man was his own 
cousin, and that he wag sheltering the 
slayer of a kinsman. That night the couBin 
came to Campbell in a dream and de­ 
manded of him veDgeance for his death. 
The tünorable soul of the chieftain revolted 
from any treachery, and he told his guest 
of the dream. Again night came, and again 
the cousin appeared, asking for retribu­ 
tion. - Unable to break his vow, Camp 
bill sent his guest away to the mountains 
under a strong escort, and trusted be would 
at length sleep in peace. 
But at dead 
of night came that ghastly visitor and 
said in tones of anger: ‘Duncan Campbell, 
we will meet at Ticonderoga.’ The High­ 
lander awoke next morning with a great 
feeling of relief. Ticonderoga was a word 
he had never heard, and whether the spirit 
referred to a realm of the other world or 
was inventing words to Bcare him he neither 
knew or cared. 
“ Years went by, and at length Duncan 
Campbell found himself a Major in the 
Scotch Rangers under Abercrombie in the 
expedition against the French on Lake 
George in the summer of 1758. The army, 
the largest ever assembled in America up 
to that time, had Bailed down the lake in 
a thousand boats and landed near its out­ 
let. To the Scotch Major the name Ticon­ 
deroga, against which point the expedition 
was directed, had sounded with an awful 
and ominous import. His Colonel, by 
name Gordon-Graham, who knew the 
Btory, endeavored to cheer his drooping 
spirits, but it was with a heavy heart 
that the Highland chieftain prepared his 
men for attack. The story of that day’s 
disaster is well known ; how the brave 
Lord Howe fell early in the action ; how 
tbe brawny Scotchman attempted to scale 
the breastworks, and how at length 
the retreat was sounded after the 
loss of 2 000 men. Mortallv wounded, 
Duncan Campbell was carried from the 
field, and breathed his last in the hospital 
at Fort Edward. 
Just before his death 
he said to Gordon-Graham : 
'As I slept 
last night after the battle, Colonel, the 
spirit of my cousin came to me and said : 
“ Dancan Campbell, we have met at Ti­ 
conderoga.’” “ Such,” said the Dean, in 
conclusion, “ is the ‘ ghost story of Ticon­ 
deroga ’ as I have heard it from the pres­ 
ent Campbells of Inveraugh, the descend­ 
ants of the unfortunate Dancan.” 
The bishop had listened with great inter­ 
est to the tale, and at its close said : “ Your 
story, dean, is new to me, but I now recol­ 
lect that I have seen tbe grave of Duncan 
Campbell at Fort Edward. It is marked 
by a crumbling slab that tells of bis death 
from a wound received in the attack on 
Ticonderoga, July 8, 175S.” 
Thus it happened that one of tbe only 
men in England who knew the strange 
story of the Scotch Major told it, by a pe­ 
culiar chance, to perhaps the only man in 
America who had noticed the existence of 
that neglected grave. 
A HUB'S RETURN TO THE WORLD. 
The convent situated at Georgetown, ad­ 
joining Washington, D. C., is agitated over 
the disappearance of one of its nuns, who 
was known among her companions as Sister 
Lorenzo. She was the daughter of a well- 
to-do citizen of Reading, Pa , and when 
about 19 years old, being displeased with 
some fancied slight, she left her home and 
entered the convent as a cloister nun. Sis­ 
ter Lorenzo speedily became a great favor­ 
ite among the young lady students, and for 
the past nineteen years has borne the repu­ 
tation of being one of the best scholars and 
quietest members of the institution. A 
Pennsylvania Representative visited her a 
short time ago in company with some lady 
acquaintances of Sister LoreDzo, and in the 
course of conversation the gentleman ad­ 
dressed her by her proper name, and asked 
her if she was not tired of convent life. 
She blushed violently, but made no reply, 
as she was accompanied by another nun, in 
conformity with the rules of the establish­ 
ment. A few days later she received no­ 
tice that her parents had died, and their 
estate worth about 820,000, was at her dis­ 
posal. This was too mueh for Sister Lo­ 
renzo, and taking advantage of an opportu­ 
nity that presented itself, she effected an 
escape from tbe convent. Her absence was 
reported to the Superior, who informed the 
scholars of the affair, but placed an injunc­ 
tion of secrecy upon them. Sister Lorenzo, 
before being admitted to tbe convent as a 
member of the Sisterhood, had the reputa­ 
tion of being fond of dress and display, 
and her nineteen years of confinement 
seems to have intensified her hobby. The 
lateBt advices from Reading are that the 
former incumbent of the cloister had re­ 
sumed her family name, donned a blonde 
wig, purchased in Philadelphia the night 
succeeding her flight from the convent, and 
is now a reigning belle and prospective 
wife. Several unsuccessful attempts have 
been made to induce her to return to her 
cloister duties, but she says in a recent let­ 
ter that she is ont in the world again, and 
that she means to stay.—[St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
F e v e r-P roof C ostum es. — There has 
been exhibited at the rooms of the National 
Health Society a novel dress intended for 
the protection of sanitary visitors, nurses 
and others who have to enter the rooms of 
perrons suffering from infections diseases. 
The garment is of mackintosh, glazed in­ 
side aDd ont, and made completely to en­ 
velop the wearer and with a hood to cover 
the head. Thus only the bauds and face 
remain exposed—a matter considered of 
comparatively little importance, as these 
can be easily washed with disinfectants. A 
not less important object proposed to be 
effected by the use of this dress is that by 
its removal when the wearer leaves the 
sick room the clothes which have been pro' 
tected need not be changed, and the danger 
of the disease being carried from house to 
house or communicated to susceptible per­ 
sons in public vehicles is obviated. A tight 
case for the fever-dress to be inclosed in is 
part of tbe invention. At the end of the 
day, or as often as may be convenient, the 
dress can be cleansed with disinfectants. 
Further protection is given by a simple 
form of respirator. This is made of two 
folds of tbin washing net, between which 
is placed a layer of medicated cotton-wool, 
through which the wearer can breathe 
though no germs can pass. The respirator 
has tape strings which tie round the ears. 
After use the wool is burned and the net 
washed.—[London Times. 


W a ter in g P lants.—It is an injury to 
plants to frequently water .on the surface; 
to water thoroughly when the plants re­ 
quire it, is essential. Reflection will con­ 
vince any one that a pot full of soil and a 
mass of roots in the center cannot receive 
sufficient water to wet tbe roots thoroughly, 
if applied on the top of the pot, in moder­ 
ate quantities, daily. It is time saved, 
once a week, to place the plants in a deep 
vessel of water, keep in the water until 
the airj bubbles cease ; and also syringe 
over and under the leaves ; it will keep the 
plants healthy, as does the evening dew.— 
[Amateur. 


TEE ART OF LYING If BED. 
One of the moet useful, yet neglected, of 
all the arts, says the Cincinnati En­ 
quirer, is that of lying in bed. 
The 
damage that is done by persons getting up 
is paat all reckoning. Ail the mischief and 
crime, the counterfeiting and forgery, the 
murder and theft are perpetrated by par­ 
ties who persist in getting up. Net only 
individuals do wrong by leaving their beds, 
but rivers as well do an immense amount 
of damage. Witness the Ohio river, which 
left its bed a few weeks since. How much 
damage has its diversion wrought ? What 
an immense, incalculable amount of work, 
labor and experience has cot its early ris­ 
ing caused ! W bat man was ever dunned 
by a creditor, had bis eye pnt in mourning 
by a too close proximity with some one’s 
fist, broke his leg on a slippery pavement, 
V as run over by an omnibus, who lay in 
bed ? 
W hat great achievements have been ac­ 
complished in war, in poetry, in literature, 
by genius abed! Wbat noble thoughts 
have been born between the sheets, and, 
once delivered from their authors’ brains, 
gone, Jehu-like, whistliDg down tbe race­ 
course of time! “ Coming events cast their 
shadows before”—one of tbe most memor­ 
able lines in the English language—origin­ 
ated with the gin-loving poet, Tom Camp­ 
bell, one morning before he bad risen. 
Longfellow thought out that exquisite poem. 
“ The Wreck of the Hesperus,” after he 
had retired. Ben Franklin said, “ Early 
to bed and early to rise makes a man 
healthy, wealthy and wise.” Now, Frank­ 
lin started out all right, but got terribly 
mixed when he said "early to rise.” There 
is the fatal mistake. People who rise early 
are sure to catch the malaria ; the ground 
is full of half-hatched poisonous germs; 
the suu is not up and has not warmed them 
into life, given them wings and set them 
adrift. Poor, misguided man, he arises, 
inhales them all ; they fructify and poison 
his entire system ; hence chills, fever, ma­ 
laria and half the ills that hnman flesh is 
heir to. 
Rise before the sun, 
And make a breakfast of tbe morning dew, 
Served up by nature on some grassy hill; 
You’ll find it nectar. 
Was ever more arrant nonsense written ? 
Fancy a man getting up on a cold, tainy 
morning and climbing one of the high hills 
about Cincinnati on an empty stomach, 
and leaving his French coffee and hot rolls, 
poached eggs and oyster stew, to eat— 
what? Why, dew. How long would that 
fellow last? Wouldn’t he be a fit candi­ 
date for Longview, and no questions asked ? 
But, the early bird catches the worm. 
Yes, but the sharp boy knocked that delu­ 
sion in the head forever and eternally when 
he said : 
“ Father, there’s the point; 
what in thunder did the worm get up so 
early for ?” He trifled with deBtiny ; he 
tempted fate; he should not have done it. 
That boy was a benefactor to the human 
race. He was sound on the lie-abed ques­ 
tion.The French proverb says De lit a la 
table, de la table au lit - “ from bed to grub, 
from grub to bed.” Tbat’a something like 
it. Get up and eat, eat and go to bed 
again. Why not? All the animals do it. 
All nature, the grandmother of us all, 
teaches it. Every animal iu the world eats 
and seeks repose. 
Tbe cow eats and, 
lying down, placidly chews her end ; the 
anaconda swallows an ox, horns and all, 
and goes to sleep—“ sleep that knits up 
the raveled sleeve of care ; the birth of 
each day’s life, sore labor’s batb, balm of 
hurt minds ; great nature’s second course ; 
chief nonrisher in life’s feast.” And yet 
this is what they would deprive us of who 
say get up, and who oppose the art of lying 
ab8d. 
A Spanish Minister, suddenly raised to 
power, signalized the event by going to 
bed and Btaying there for fear he might 
have something to do. It was in bed, at 
the little inn at Waterloo, that the Duke 
of Wellington received the list of the terri­ 
ble casualties of the fatal 18th of June. 
Gray’s “ Ode to Music" was written in 
bed, and Sam Johnson’s " Lobo’s Voyage 
to Abyssinia ” was dictated to the printers 
before the great author of the "Lives of 
the Poets ” and lexicographer had arisen. 
Peter Pindar (Dr. Wolcott) was so fond of 
lying abed that he received his visitors ly­ 
ing beneath spreads and connterpanes. 
Rossini wrote one of his finest operas in 
bed, and was too lazy to pick up a sheet 
that had fallen away. George IV. lay in 
bed to read the newspaper, and Macaulay 
read twenty pages of Schiller before get­ 
ting up. John Foster thought out his ser- 
moR in bed, and tbe methodical Anthony 
Trollope used to read an hour before going 
to bed. Cynical Pope wrote : 
I wake at night, 
Fools come into my head and so I writo. 
Mrs. Macbeth strikes the key-note when 
she shoutB, “ To bed! to bed!” People 
hunt the world over for pleasure, indulge 
in all sorts of mad pranks in their search 
for recreation and repose, roam from the 
North Pole to the Southern Cross, pene­ 
trate African jungles and freeze with Sibe­ 
rians and Laplanders, climb tbe Alps, 
swelter at Saratoga and Long Branch in 
pursuit of pleasure. Alas ! they seek hap­ 
piness where it is not and neglect it where 
it is—in bed. 
Never get u p ! 'Tis the secret ol glory; 
Nothing so true can philosophy preach ; 
Think of the names that are famous in story — 
Never get up is the lesson they teach. 
How have men compassed immortal achievements? 
How have they raolued the world to their will ? 
’Tie that mid sorrows and threats and bereavements, 
“ Never get up” was their principle still.

SHOEING IN C0NGRE83. 
But what about manners ? Go into either 
branch of Congress and watch things for 
an hour. Enter the etiamberof the House. 
The first thing that greets you íb the smok­ 
ing nuisance. If you take a vote of your 
senses, a majority will decide the question. 
You see it, you Bmell it, you taste it, you 
touch it, and yon even hear it in tbe explo­ 
sion of the match which lights the cigar. 
See the M. C. from Kansas, a clergyman 
and the Bon of a clergyman, sitting at his 
desk or walking the aisle, smoking and 
pulling. And why should not he, a young 
member, smoke, when old members (and 
scores of them) indulge the habit while en­ 
gaged in tbe business of the House ? 
The Senate is much behind the Honse in 
this breach of good breeding. Tbe grave 
Senators do most of their smoking in the 
lobbies and cloak-rooms ; but occasionally 
a bold one puffs from bis chair, while the 
less bold “ children of promise ” stand in 
the cloak-room door and smoke, looking 
into the chamber and longiDg for liberty. 
The smoking nuisance has not reached 
the Supreme Court y e t; but let this 
deterioration go on a little longer and we 
may expect to see the " gracefully-robed 
nine”—who tell us whether the law which 
emanates from the two wingB of the Capi­ 
tol and the White House is really law, or 
mere waste paper and wind—puffiog their 
“ long nines ’’ while reading theirdecisions: 
and as the Cbief Justice is dignified by a 
little higher seat than the Assooiate Jus­ 
tices, it will become him to display the 
most elaborately wrought meerschaum 
which Germany can send over. 
My daily this morning has an item which 
“ points a moral.” It runs thus : “ ‘I 
hope smoking is not offensive to you,’ said 
a German Baron to a American lady, light­ 
ing bis pipe on the deck of an Atlantic 
steamer. ‘I really cannot tell,’ she an­ 
swered indifferently. * No gentleman has 
ever smoked before me.” ’—[Rev. Dr. Stan­ 
ton, in Evangelist. 


The extraordinary perversion of taste 
and sense, proved by the general opinion 
of wbat is desirable in female form, may 
go far to prove that tbe principle of evo­ 
lution is balanced by that of retrogres­ 
sion. The cave-men have left proofs of 
tbe possession of faculties not possessed 
by savage people of the present day, 
which may be taken as showing in the 
case of those who, incapable of improve­ 
ment, die out before the march of civili­ 
zation, that these latter are not going 
over the same ground of progress, bnt 
relapsing from a superior condition. The 
singular state of ideas respecting beauty 
of form in all modem civilized countries 
can hardly imply anything but retrogres­ 
sion in one of the senses at least. Judg­ 
ing of the opinion of the ancient Greeks 
as expressed in their sculpture, a modern, 
ideal, well-dressed young lady, probably 
by nature’s intention as fine, or finer, than 
an) thing they ever saw, would be to them, 
could they revisit the earth, a subject of 
amazement! Tiny hands, white till they 
look bloodless, and pointed nails; feet 
with no more shape than a spoon; but, 
above all, a waist like a pipe, having 
scarcely any natural reference to the form 
above or below—in reality, hideous ! The 
deeply-rooted preference for this deformity 
must surely be a mark of retrogression. 
It is common for deladed mothers, looking 
at the grandly growing girl, to say, "The 
child is becoming a monster ! she muBt be 
immediately put into stays.” A little girl 
of twelve, beiDg for the first time jammed 
into the abomination, complained that she 
could not breathe. The answer of her 
mother’s French maid was, “II fauteouffrir 
pour etre belle,” and so commenced the 
deformity of the poor child’s body and 
mind. There onght to be no such thing as 
a waist as now nnderstood. In early youth 
flexible slimness is a natural characteristic, 
later it does not commonly exist, being re­ 
placed by a beauty of greater dignity ; and 
when a small waist is formed by art it is at 
the expense of health and beauty. Every 
young lady who compresses her waist out 
of its natural shape and size should be 
made to understand that she does it at her 
peril, whether she feels the pressure or not, 
for from habit she may not be at all times 
conscious of i t ; she should know that Bhe 
will pay a fearful price in loss of health 
and hight and elasticity of movement, 
without which there can be no healthy 
pleasure and no real beauty. The test of 
beauty of form is the effect of the silhou­ 
ette, and whether it will go well into sculp­ 
ture ; in fact, the effect: of the lines bound­ 
ing the shape. Compression in one place 
must produce corresponding expansion in 
another, excepting indeed in the disastrous 
crushing in of the ribs, which give way in­ 
ternally, sometimes entering the lungs. 
The ampler the form the leas can good taste 
consent to compression. Tbe sudden bulges 
and violent amplitudes which are the con­ 
sequence of natural restrictions are dis­ 
tressing alike to the sense of beauty and 
modesty— positively ugly—Nature aveng- 
iog herself! General amplitude is indeed 
far from ungracious, but on the contrary 
carries a dignity that is pleasant to look 
upon; bnt Bhort violent carves are emi­ 
nently ugly.—[Nineteenth Century. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF HORSES. 


A FAMILY HIS I'DRY. 
“ Died, at Lyons, Walworth county, Wisconsin, 
Thu-eday, March 15, 1883, Robert Knight Potter, in 
the 92d year of ha age.” 
He was born April 11, 1791, in Cranson, Rhode 
Island. When he was ten months old his parents 
settled in the town of La Grange, Dutchess county, 
N. y ., on a farm, where he remained until Decem­ 
ber 25, 1813, when he married Miss Sarah Pine, who 
still survives him in Comparative good health, al­ 
though in the 90th year of her age. having been 
born November 19, 1793. in the year 1824 he moved 
with his then little family to Monroe county, N. Y., 
near Rochester, theu a village in the woods of some 
ten or twelve hundred inhabitants. In 1813, his 
family being a large cne—twelve children having 
been born to them, ten of whom are still liv ing, 
seven attending his funeral, the five sons acting as 
pall bearers—he moved to the town of La Fayette, 
Walworth county, Wig , where he continued to live 
on his farm until 1857, when he moved to Elkhorn, 
and continued to reside there until four years ago, 
when he went to live with his daughter, Mrs. Allen, 
and with whom he was still living at the time of his 
death. 
It can be said of him that he was a kind, consid­ 
erate and lovirg husband—a kind, loving and just 
father in the government of his f nrily. as a farmer 
he was known as the Old Dutchess County Farm­ 
er," in consequence of his thorough me'hods,which 
he had brought with him from there. His rules of 
life were simple—the Golden Rule as his guide, and 
the doing whatever he had to do well. He was reared 
in the faith of the ‘ Society of Friends,” his father 
and mother being members of that faith ; and, al­ 
though never a member of that or any other 
Christian society, he was a daiy and constant reader 
of the Bible and a thorough believer in its teachings 
and truths, and, in every sense, lived a most thor­ 
ough practical Christian life, and m the fullness of 
his years has passed to his peaceful rest in the be* 
yond. 
So many errors having been made in the papers in 
writing about the members pi his family, 1 think I 
may be justly pardoned for speaking of mem in this 
connect! n. His father, Joseph Potter, was born 
August 12, 1757—was at one time connected with 
the Quartermaster’s Department during the revolu­ 
tionary war, and at another carried dispatches be­ 
tween the forces at Boston and those on Long 
Islaud. Ihe following are the names of his chil­ 
dren : 
Phila Potter, born November 21, 1732 ; died Feb 
ruarj 1, 1866. 
Paraclete Potter, born Octooer 3,1784 ; died Feb­ 
ruary 3, 1838. 
Joseph Potter, born March 12,1787; died Febru­ 
ary 7, 1862. 
Sheldon Potter, born April 19, 1789 ; died Febru 
ary 1,1834. 
Robert Kn;ght Potter, born April 11,1791; died 
March 15, 1883. 
. 
Beckman Potter, bom May 11, 1794 ; died April 
11, 1812. 
Egbert Benson Potter,Jbom May 12, 1797 ; died 
September 2b, 1801. 
Alonzo Potter, born July 10, 1800; died July 4, 
I860. 
Horario Potter, bom February 9, 1802. 
Phila, the only sister, was the only one of the 
family to continue in the faith and practices of her 
parents to the time of her death. She was greatly 
beloved by all who had the good fortune to kuo«v 
her, the love of her brothers amounting almost to 
adoration. 
Paraclete was educated in the printing and book 
business, and for thirty years edited and published 
the Poughkeepsie Whig, now Poughkeepsie Eagle. 
In the year 1840 he was appointed land agent ror 
the sale*of Government lands in the state of Wis­ 
consin by PreriJeut Harrison, and again in 1818 by 
President laylor. 
J< seuh was a farmer, and lived on the old home­ 
stead in Dutchess county until his death. 
Sheldou was engaged in the book business in Phil­ 
adelphia, where he was living at his death. 
Beckman was learning the printing and book busi­ 
ness w ith his brother, Paraclete, at the time of bis 
death, being swept away in his youth by a fever 
which was epidemic at the tioje. 
Egbert Benson died a child four years of age. 
Alonzo was educated at Union College, Schenec­ 
tady, N. Y. While there he joined the Episc .pal 
Church, studied for the ministry, and was for a 
time a professor in Uniou College. At one time he 
was rec or, the writer believes, of St. Paul’s Church, 
Boston,and wis elected Bishop of Pennsylvania, 
which office he held at the time of his death. Being 
in poor health, he went to California, via the Isth- 
imus, and stopped for two or three days in Panama, 
where he consecrated a church. While there he 
j contracted Panama fever, dying on board the 
teamer after she had entered the harbor, but be­ 
fore lauding. His body was taken to Philadelphia 
¿or burial. He was the father of Hon. Clarkson N. 
hotter, Chairman of the celebrated *' Potter Com­ 
mittee,” and who died last fall. He was also fAther 
oi Rtiphalel Nott Potter, present President of Union 
Col!e,e, and Henry Potter, of Grace Church, New 
York. 
Horatio, the present Bishop of New York and 
last remaining member of the family, was educated 
at Union Cbhege, studied for the ministry, and for 
twenty years *ras rector of St. Peter’s Churcn, Al­ 
bany,^. Y., when, in 1S55, the writer believes, he 
was made Bishop. He has but one son living, \Vm. 
B. Potter, who is Professor of Mines and Mining 
and Metallurgy in Washington College, St. Louis, 
Mo.

For tbe best results there needs be the 
longest waiting. The true harvest is the 
longest in beiug reached. The failures 
come first, tbe successes last. The unsat­ 
isfactory is generally soonest seen. 
, 


A horse may live and work fer thirty 
years. Usually at half that age he is worn 
out and of little value, if, indeed, he has 
not already succumbed to his fate. On tbe 
average tbe nsefnl life of a horse is reduced 
one-half by neglect; not willful, but 
thoughtless. And yet it is so easy to care 
for this noble servant and friend. A little 
oare, a little watchfulness, a few moments 
daily devoted to his comfort, would double 
tbe length of his life. The first fault is in 
over-feeding or improper food. A horse's 
stomach is small and its food requires to be 
nutritious and ooucentrated. Its digestion 
is not so vigorous as that of an ox, and it 
reqnires more delicate feeding. Its consti­ 
tution is nervons and muscular, and its 
temperament active and sanguine. It there­ 
fore needs nitrogenona rather than carbo- 
nacerous food, and oats, barley, bran and 
bay are more suitable than corn and coarse 
fodder. But corn is excellent food if it is 
cot given in excess, and a mixture of corn 
and oats makes the best grain food on the 
whole. But the food must be clean and 
sonnd, or the stomach is disordered, and 
plenty of time should be given for tbe 
thorough mastication of the food. An 
equally common fault is iu over-watering, 
or giving water at improper times. A 
horse's stomach is small—smaller relatively 
to the size of the body than that of a man, 
and it absorbs water with great rapidity. 
When tbe stomach is filled with water, di­ 
gestion cannot go on. For these reasons 
water should always be giveD to a horse in 
small quantities, never more than three 
gallons at aiiy one time, and not more than 
half as much usually, and never soon after 
eatiug, but always before the feeding; if 
five minutes only, intervene, that is suffi­ 
cient for the absorption. And water should 
never be given in larger quantities than a 
quart when a horse is very warm. In 
lodging a horse many mistakes are made. 
A stable should not be too warm nor too 
cold. It should be free from drafts of 
cold ai. ; it should be drained, kept clean 
and free from pungent odors; the light 
should come from the front, but the win­ 
dow shonld be high np and shaded ; no 
dust from above should fall into it, and it 
should be well ventilated. These are the 
major requisites, and if any owner will se­ 
cure these, he will necessarily provide all 
the rest. Much mischief is done in shoe­ 
ing. “ No foot, no horse,” is an old and 
trite, bnt true saying, and every owner of 
a horse should study the horse’s feet. A 
true friend of the horse will never permit 
its feet to be carved and cut out of shape, 
or the cushion provided by nature to pro­ 
tect the Bole—the frog—to be pared away 
until the feet are left without protection,
